PROCLAMATION 4487 

National Employ the Older Worker 

Week, 1977 

By the President of the United States of America 
A Proclamation 

Our prosperity as a nation rests on our productivity as workers. Our happiness as 
individuals begins with our ability to find useful, rewarding jobs. 

That is why I feel it so important that jobs be available for all our people able to 
perform them—people in every region, of every religion and color, and of every age. 
Time and again in our history we have benefited from the skill and dedication of our 
older workers. But too often prejudices and stereotypes—not limitations of abil¬ 
ity—have kept older Americans from fulfilling their full potential at work. 

The law now recognizes our special responsibility to assure older workers an 
equal chance for jobs and promotions. Many private groups and organizations are 
now working to improve prospects for older workers. These efforts deserve our 
vigorous support 

To encourage and support educational efforts designed to make employers more 
aware of the advantages of hiring older workers, the Congress, by joint resolution 
approved April 21, 1976 (90 Stat. 396), has requested the President to issue a 
proclamation designating the week beginning March 13, 1977, as National Employ 
tlie Older Worker Week. 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, JIMMY CARTER, President of the United States of 
America, do hereby designate the week beginning March 13, 1977, as National 
Employ the Older Worker Week. I call upon State and local officials, as well as labor, 
business, veterans, farm, religious, scientific, professional and other groups, to join with 
older w orkers in making the American people aware of‘the value of employing older 
men and women. I urge all Americans to observe this week with appropriate cere¬ 
monies, activities and programs designed to promote emplovinent opportunities for 
older workers. 

IN WITNESS WHEREOF, I have hereunto set my hand this 14th day of Feb¬ 
ruary’, in the year of our Lord nineteen hundred seventy-seven, and of the Inde¬ 
pendence of the United States of America the two hundred and first.

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Executive Order 11972 • February 14, 1977 

Establishing the United States Circuit Judge Nominating Commission 

By virtue of the authority vested in me by the Constitution and statutes of the 
United States of America, and as President of the United States of America, it is 
hereby ordered as follows: 

Sfjction 1. Establishment of the Commission. There is hereby established the 
United States Circuit Judge Nominating Commission (hereinafter referred to as the 
•‘Commission’'). The Commission shall be composed of thirteen panels, each of which 
shall, upon the request of the President, recommend for nomination as circuit judges 
persons whose character, experience, ability, and commitment to equal justice under 
law, fully qualify them to serve in the Federal judiciary. Except as indicated below, 
each panel shall serve a geographic area set forth in 28 U.S.C. 41. The panels shall be 
as follows: 

( 1 ) Panel for the I )istrict of Columbia Circuit ; 

(2) Panel for the First Circuit; 

(3) Panel for the Second Circuit; 

(4) Panel for die Third Circuit; 

(5) Panel for the Fourdi Circuit; 

(6) Panel for the Eastern Fifth Circuit, for the States of Alabama, Florida, 
Georgia and Mississippi; 

(7) Panel for the Western Fifth Circuit, for the States of Louisiana and Texas, 
and the Canal Zone; 

(8) Panel for the Sixth Circuit; 

(9) Panel for the Seventh Circuit; 

(10) Panel for die Eighth Circuit; 

(11) Panel for the Southern Ninth Circuit, for die States of Arizona, California, 
and Nevada; 

(12) Panel for die Northern Ninth Circuit, for the States of Alaska, Hawaii, 
Idaho, Montana, Oregon, and Washington, and the Territory of Guam: and 

(13) Panel for the Tenth Circuit. 

A panel shall be designated as, e.g., the “United States Circuit Judge Nominating 
Panel for The First Circuit/’ 

Sfc. 2. Membership . (a) The membership of die Commission shall consist of the 
combined memberships of the panels. The President may appoint a member of the 
Commission as its Cliaimian, with such duties as the President may assign. 

(b) A panel shall be composed of a Chairman and other members appointed by 
the President. No panel shall have more than eleven members including the Chairman. 
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(c) Each panel shall include members of both sexes, members of minority groups, 
and approximately equal numbers of lawyers and nonlawyers. Except as provided in 
subsection (d), the membership of each panel shall include at least one resident of 
each of the States within the geographic area of the panel, but additional members 
may be appointed from any territory or State within that area. 

(d) All members of the panel for the District of Columbia Circuit shall lie 
persons residing within the District of Columbia or within twenty miles of its 
boundaries. 

Secl 3. Functions of Panels. A panel shall begin functioning when die President 
notifies its Chairman that he desires die panel’s assistance in aid of his constitutional 
responsibility and discretion to select a nominee to fill a vacancy on a United Stales 
Court of Appeals. Upon such notification, die panel shall: 

(a) Give public notice of the vacancy within the relevant geographic area, 
inviting suggestions as to potential nominees; 

(b) Conduct inquiries to identify |KUential nominees; 

(c) Conduct inquiries to identify those persons among the potential nominees 
who arc well-qualified to serve as a United States Circuit Judge; and 

(d) Report in confidence to the President, within sixty days after the notification 
of the vacancy, the results of its activities, including its recommend at ions as to the five 
persons w hom the panel considers best qualified to fill the vacancy. 

Sec. 4. Standards for Selection of Proposed Nominees, (a) Before transmitting 
to the President the names of the five persons it deems best qualified to fill an existing 
vacancy, a panel shall have determined: 

(1) That those persons axe members in good standing of at least one state bar, 

or the District of Columbia bar, and members in good standing of any other bars of 
which they may be members; „ 

(2) That they possess, and have reputations for, integrity and good character; 

(3) That they are of sound health; 

(4) That they possess, and have demonstrated, outstanding legal ability and com¬ 
mitment to equal justice under law; 

(5) That their demeanor, character, and personality indicate that they would 
exhibit judicial temperament if appointed to the position of United States Circuit 
Judge. 

(b) In selecting persons whose names will be transmitted to the President, a 
panel shall consider whether the training, experience, or expertise of certain of the 
well-qualified individuals would help to meet a perceived need of the court of appeals 
on which the vacancy exists. 

(c) To implement die above standards, a panel may adopt such additional 
criteria or guidelines as it considers appropriate for the identification of potential 
nominees and the selection of those best qualified to serve as United States Circuit 
Judges. 
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Sec. 5. Ineligibility of Commission Members . No person shall be considered by a 
panel as a potential nominee while serving as a Commission member or for a period 
of one year after termination of such service. 

Sec* 6. Travel Expenses and Financing . (a) Members of the Commission shall 
receive no compensation from the Government of the United States for their service 
as members of the Commission, but may be allowed travel expenses, including per diem 
in lieu of subsistence, as authorized by Law (5 U.S.C. 5702 and 5703) for persons 
intermittently employed in the government service. 

(b) All necessary exjxmses incurred in connection with the work of the Com¬ 
mission shall be paid from the appropriation for “Unanticipated Needs” in the Execu¬ 
tive Office Appropriations Act. 1977, or from such other funds as may be available. 

(c) Expenditures authorized by this Section may be made only after the President 
has notified a panel’s Chairman that he desires the panel’s assistance in accordance 
with Sec. 3, above, and before the termination of appointments to the panel in 
accordance with See. 7 below. 

Sec. 7. Term of Membership . Unless extended by the President, each appoint¬ 
ment to a panel shall terminate thirty days after submission of the panel's report to the 
President. Within a reasonable time after termination of an appointment, or the 
creation of a vacancy for any other reason, the President shall appoint a person to fill 
such vacancy. 

Sec. 8 . Termination of Commission . The Commission shall terminate on Decem¬ 
ber 31, 1978, unless sooner extended by the President.

Limitation of Handling 

This regulation fixes the quantity of 
California-Arizona Navel oranges that 
may be shipped to fresh market during 
the weekly regulation period February 
18-24, 1977. It ts issued pursuant to the 
Agricultural Marketing Agreement Act of 
1937, as amended, and Marketing Order 
No. 907. The quantity of Navel oranges so 
fixed was arrived at after consideration 
of the total available supply of Nave!

Such recommendation, designed to 
provide equity of marketing opportunity 
to handlers in all districts, resulted from 
consideration of the factors enumerated 
in the order. The committee further re¬ 
ports that the fresh market demand for 
Navel oranges is largely unchanged from 
a week ago. Prices f.o.b. averaged $3.77 
a carton on a reported sales volume of 
1.214 carlots last week, compared with 
$3.69 per carton on sales of 1,234 carlots 
a week earlier. Track and rolling supplies 
at 773 cars were up 134 cars from last 
week.

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The Administrator has evaluated the 
proposed revisions and finds that they 
meet the requirements of 40 CFR Part 
51. Both regulations require that an air 
contaminant discharge permit be ob¬ 
tained for certain sources of air con¬ 
taminants. The revisions to the regula¬ 
tions primarily represent changes in the 
fee schedules as a result of action taken 
by the 1975 State Legislature. No public 
comment was received by EPA during 
the 30-day comment period ending Sep¬ 
tember 1. 1976. 

The state regulation, which applies in 
all areas of the state except Lane 
County, has been renumbered from Ore¬ 
gon Administrative Rules (OAR) 340- 
20-033, as was Indicated in the notice of 
proposed rulemaking, to OAR 340-20-140

Accordingly, the Administrator is 
hereby approving the revisions to the 
Oregon plan.

The Association of Pacific Fisheries 
and others filed a petition in the United 
States Court of Appeals for the Ninth 
Circuit for review of the 1977 and 1983 
effluent limitations guidelines for the 
salmon, bottom fish, scallop, and herring 
processing segment of the industry 
(Subparts P. Q, R, 8. T. U. V, AC. AE.

The 
Agency’s ongoing examination and col¬ 
lection of data Is not yet sufficiently com¬ 
plete to permit the formulation of final 
conclusions; however, results to date 
suggest that there may be certain eco¬ 
nomic inequities in the implementation 
of the promulgated 1983 regulations for 
the Alaskan segment.

the agency. 

No explicit delegation has yet been 
made of the authority under 15 U.8.C. 
1401(c). apart from the general delega¬ 
tion at 49 CFR 501.8(c) to the Associate 
Administrator for Motor Vehicle Pro¬ 
grams. The authority to administer sub¬ 
section 112(c)(1) and to administer sub¬ 
section 112(c)(3) to require answers to 
questions under oath is hereby reserved 
to the Administrator. National Highway 
Traffic 8afety Administration, at such 
time In each investigation as he may de¬ 
termine that preliminary data indicate a 
need for a full Inquiry. A new paragraph 
(a> (4) is added to 49 CFR 501.7 to re¬ 
flect this reservation. 


Although the Chief Counsel of the 
agency has had the general responsibil¬ 
ity under 49 CFR 501.3(b)(6) to estab¬ 
lish the legal sufficiency of investigations 
conducted by the agency, he has exer¬ 
cised this responsibility without the 
benefit of a delegation of authority ex¬ 
pressly referring to Investigations. To 
affirm the Chief Counsel's authority. 49 
CFR 501.8(1) Is amended by adding sub- 
paragraph (2) to specify his authority 
in Investigations apart from those dele¬ 
gated to him in 49 CFR 501,8(1X1) (42

Because these amendments relate to 
agency management, procedures and 
practices, notice and public procedure 
thereon are unnecessary and they may 
be made effective in fewer than 30 days 
after publication in the Federal Reg¬ 
ister.

Practices of Motor Common Carriers of 
Household Goods; Collection of Freight

Lost or Destroyed 

• Purpose: The purpose of this notice 
is to inform the public that the Inter¬ 
state Commerce Commission has adopted 
new rules relative to the collection of 
published freight charges where ship¬ 
ments of household goods are lost or de¬ 
stroyed In transit,# 

The Interstate Commerce Commission 
In the above-entitled proceeding has 
adopted new rules relative to the collec¬ 
tion of published freight charges of 
motor common carriers of household 
goods when shipments of such goods are 
lost or destroyed in transit. The new 
f 1056.26ia> prohibits such carriers from 
collecting any freight charges, including 
charges for accessorial and terminal 
services, when shipments of the house¬ 
hold goods under the first proviso of the 
definit ion o f household goods as set forth 
at 49 CFR 1056.1(a) are totally lost or 
destroyed In transit. This section codifies 
our finding in Ex Parte No. MC-19 (Sub- 
No. 13). Petition for Declaratory Order— 
Household Goods. 114 M.C.C. 176 (1971), 


that collecting such freight charges is 
unlawful under section 216 of the Inter¬ 
state Commerce Act <49 UJ3.C. 316). 

The new 8 1056.26(b) governs partial 
loss or destruction of first-proviso house¬ 
hold goods shipments and provides that 
a carrier shall not collect that portion of 
the published freight charges which cor¬ 
responds to the percentage of the ship¬ 
ment lost or destroyed. This section fur¬ 
ther reoulrcs household goods carriers to 
determine, at their own expense, the 
weight of that part of the shipment not 
lost or destroyed. The Commission con¬ 
cluded that collection of all the published 
freight charges when part of a shipment 
is lost or destroyed is unjust and that, in 
the public interest, full collection should 
not be allowed. As a matter of conveni¬ 
ence. these reflations permit a carrier 
to collect freight charges sublect to a re¬ 
fund of those charges within 90 davs. 
when the proportion of a shipment lost 
or destroyed in transit does not exceed 
10 percent of that shipment. 

Paragraph (c> of the new 8 1056 26 
provides that when a shipment of house¬ 
hold goods is divided and transported on 
more than one trailer, that percentage of 
the published freight charges due under 
paragraph (b) shall be collected onl 7 
under the following conditions: ID 
After all parts of the shipment have 
been tendered for delivery: or (2) for 
each portion of the shipment when such 
portion Is tendered for delivery. Use of 
the second alternative would not alter 
the applicability of the tariff charged 
based on the overall weight of all por¬ 
tions of the shipment. 

Paragraph (d> of the new f 1056 26 
makes clear that the rights provided in 
paragraphs (a), (b). and <c) are in ad¬ 
dition to. and not in lieu of anv other 
rights the shipper may have under the 
law. 

In add ition, the Commission amended 
49 CFR 1056.6 (“Determination of 

weights") by adding a sentence to para¬ 
graph (d> (reweighing of shipment) to 
make clear that the con of any reweleh 
made pursuant to 8 1056.26(b) Is to be 
borne by the carrier.

Chairman Stafford, Dissenting 

Although I agree with the general 
principle that household goods carriers 
should be required to adjust freight 
charges w hen a partial loss or destruction 
of goods occurs. I am troubled by the 
practicality of the proposed regulations. 
The terms “lost" and “destroyed" are 
not defined, and disputes will arise be¬ 
tween driver and shipper as to whether 
or not certain articles are destroyed or 
merely damaged in transit. The sugges¬ 
tion that the carrier may seek the assist¬ 
ance of a neutral trier of fact, such as an 
arbitration agency or a court, ignores 
the requirement* that payment must be 
made immediately upon delivery. More¬ 
over. lost items may not be discovered 
until after the goods have been removed 
from the truck, and the necessity to re¬ 
load to determine the weight of those 
Items actually delivered creates further 
delay and increases the possibility of 
damage. 

The record contains insufficient evi¬ 
dence as to the frequency of situations 
involving substantial loss or destruction 
in transit or the current practice of car¬ 
riers as respects any freight charge ad¬ 
justment. Such evidence would provide 
a sounder base upon which to promulgate 
any necessary regulations. 

Commissioner Murphy, Dissenting 

The regulations adopted by the major¬ 
ity are impractical and confusing, and 
the evidence Is insufficient to warrant the 
adoption of such regulations. I believe 
that the likely economic costs and bur¬ 
dens on efficiency which might result 
from compliance with these regulations 
outweigh the benefits that might accrue 
to shippers who suffer substantial loss 
or destruction to their household goods 
shipments. In my opinion, before the 
adoption of regulations in this area, 
household goods carriers should have 
been given an opportunity to review their 
own policies and to police their own 
actions, and should have been en¬ 
couraged to voluntarily adopt such 
procedures as reweighing substantially 
lost or destroyed shipments where prac¬ 
tical and subtracting the equivalent 
freight charges, or returning pertinent 
freight charges with a claim for loss or 
damage when it is determined, after In¬ 
vestigation. that a substantial loss or 
destruction has occured.

PART 39—AIRWORTHINESS DIRECTIVES 
DeHavilland Aircraft 

The Federal Aviation Administration 
is amending 1 39.13 of Part 39 of the Fed- 
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era] Aviation Regulations so as to issue 
an airworthiness directive applicable to 
DeHavlUand DHC-6 type airplanes. 

There has been a report of cracking 
in the floor structure channel member 
located on the underside of the cockpit 
floor. Further, the hand pump mounting 
fitting has been found cracked. It ap¬ 
pears that the cause of the cracking re¬ 
sults from frequent hand pump usage or 
high gust loads on the locked elevator 
control circuit or both. 

Since this is a deficiency which can de¬ 
velop or exist in similar type design air- 
plains. an airworthiness directive is being 
issued which will require a repetitive in¬ 
spection and repair where necessary. 

It has been determined that the ex¬ 
pected impact of the regulation is so 
minimal that it does not warrant an 
evaluation. 

In view of the foregoing and because 
the deficiency is one which affects air 
safety, notice and public procedure 
hereon are impractical and good cause 
exists for making the amendment effec¬ 
tive in less than 30 days. 

In consideration of the foregoing and 
pursuant to the authority delegated to 
me by the Administrator. 14 CFR 11.89 
(31 FR 13697) * 39.13 of Part 39 of the 
Federal Aviation Regulations is amended 
by Issuing a new airworthiness directive, 
as follows: 

DeHa villa vo - Applies to DHC 6 Airplanes Se¬ 
rial Number* 2 through 404. 497 through 
503. 505 and 507. certificated in all cate¬ 
gories, not altered in accordance with De 
Havtliand Modification No. 6/1594 or ap¬ 
proved equivalent alteration. 

Compliance is required as indicated. 
To prevent hazards in flight associated 
with cracking of the elevator bellcrank 
and hand pump mounting support as¬ 
sembly. accomplish the following: 

(a) Within 25 hours in service after 
the effective date of this AD. unless al¬ 
ready accomplished within the last 175 
hours, visually inspect floor structure 
channel members C6FS1229-37 and 
C6FS1229-31 for cracks in the area 
around the lower pivot bearing housing. 
These members are located underneath 
the cockpit floor. 

(1) If cracks are found, replace or alter 
cracked components in accordance with 
DeHavlUand S/B 6/348 Revision B. dated 
December 17.1976. or equivalent prior to 
next flight. 

(2) If no cracks are found, repeat the 
inspection of paragraph (a) at intervals 
of 290 hours in service and limit hand 
pump usage to Emergency Only until In¬ 
stallation Modification No. 6/1594 is in¬ 
corporated. 

(b) Within 25 hours in service after the 
effective date of this AD unless already 
accomplished, visually inspect the top 
and bottom flanges of hydraulic hand 
pump mounting fitting P/N C6FSM1293- 
27 for cracks immediately aft of the front 
bolt boss. 

(1) If crack* are found, ascertain that the 
main hydraulic pump Is functioning properly 
before each flight. Replace or alter the 
C6PSM1293 -27 fitting In accordance with De- 
Havllland 8/B 6/348 or equivalent prior to 25 
hour* In service 
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(2) If no cracks are found, rcpcAt the In¬ 
spection at Intervals of 200 hours In service. 

(c) The above replacements, inspections, 
and Incorporation of Modification No 6 1594 
are to be carried out In accordance with the 
Accomplishment Instructions of DeHavlUand 
S B No. 6/348 Revision B, dated December 17, 
1976, or equivalent replacements and Inspec¬ 
tions approved by the Chief, Engineering and 
Manufacturing Branch. FAA, Eastern Region. 

td) Upon submission of substantiating 
data by an owner or operator through an PAA 
Maintenance Inspector, the Chief, Engineer¬ 
ing and Manufacturing Branch, FAA. East¬ 
ern Region, may adjust the compliance time 
In this AD. 

Note. —When the aircraft has been sub¬ 
jected to wind gusts in exceas of 35 m p h. 
with gust locks Installed, damage can occur 
to the elevator control system. Therefore, 
the Inspection In (a) should be accom¬ 
plished. 

Nor*.—The Federal Aviation Agency has 
determined that this document does not con¬ 
tain a major proposal requiring preparation 
of an Inflation Impact Statement under Ex¬ 
ecutive Order 11621 and OMB Circular A-107.

Mcsserschmitt-Bolkow-Blohm (MBB) 
Model BO-105A and BO-105C Helicopters 

There have been reports of internal 
corrosion of main rotor gearbox support 
members on certain Messorsehmltt-Bol- 
kow-Blohm (MBB) Model BO-105A and 
BO-105C helicopters which could signif¬ 
icantly reduce the members’ structural 
strength and service Ufe. Failure of the 
gearbox supports could result in the loss 
of the helicopter. 81nce this condition is 
likely to exist or develop in other heli¬ 
copters of the same type design, an Air¬ 
worthiness Directive is being Issued to 
reduce the life limit approved for the 
gearbox support structure from 10,000 
hours to 4.800 hours time in service on 
MBB Model BO-105A and BO-105C 
helicopters. 

Since a situation exists that requires 
the immedlite adoption of this regula¬ 
tion. it is found that notice and public 
procedure hereon are impracticable and 
good cause exists for making this amend¬ 
ment effective in less than 30 days.

PART 295—EMERGENCY REGULATIONS 
Transporting Natural Gas 

Under Section 6<c> of the Emergency 
Natural Gas Act of 1977 (Act), I may 
order any pipeline to transport gas or 
construct and operate facilities to trans¬ 
port gas when that gas has been author¬ 
ized as an emergency purchase under 
Section 6(a). In that circumstance, com¬ 
pliance by any pipeline with such an 
order doc* not subject it to regulation 
under the Natural Gas Act or to regula¬ 
tion as a common carrier under any pro¬ 
vision of State law. In addition. Section 
9(b) makes certain contractual provi¬ 
sions concerning, inter alia, commingling 
of gas unenforceable, if an authorization 
under Section 6(a) applies to the de¬ 
livery. transportation, or contract for 
supplies of such gas. 

Order No. 2 <42 FR 7948, February 8, 
1977) defined “fair and equitable'* prices 
for transactions pursuant to Section 
6<a) of the Act. When a transaction is 
made under that order. Including all de¬ 
livery or transportation arrangements, 
whether or not covered by an express 
authorization of the Administrator in a 
specific order, the transaction shall be 
deemed to be ‘•authorized" and “or¬ 
dered” for purposes of Sections 6 and 
9 of the Act. This order will serve to 
clarify the Intent of Order No. 2 with re¬ 
spect to transactions effected before or 
after its issuance. 

A copy of this order is to be published 
in the Federal Register forthwith.

REFINER PRICE REGULATIONS—ALLO¬ 
CATION OF INCREASED COSTS TO 
GASOLINE PRICES 

Proposed Rulemaking and Public Hearing 

The Federal Energy Administration 
(*TEA**> hereby gives notice of a pro¬ 
posal to amend the refiners* price regula¬ 
tions (10 CFR Part 212, Subpart E> re¬ 
garding the allocation of increased costs 
to gasoline. Written comments will be 
received and a public hearing will be 
held with respect to this proposal. 

I. Introduction 

FTA price regulations for refiners gen¬ 
erally provide that maximum allowable 
prices are the sum of the weighted aver¬ 
se price at which the product was law¬ 
fully priced in transactions with the class 
of purchaser concerned on May 15, 1973 
Plus increased costs incurred between the 
month of measurement and the month 
of May 1973. The regulations specify the 
method of calculation of such Increased 
costs, both product and non-product, and 
toe method of their allocation to the 
Prices of all products (or product cate¬ 
gories) in a refiner's product mix. 

Under current FEA regulations, a re- 
nner’s total increased costs are allocated 
unong gasoline and other products on 
6 pro rata volumetric basis. Under a re¬ 
cent amendment to the refiners* price 
formula which governs increased cost 
illocation (42 FR 5023. January 27. 
*977), increased costs of crude oil and 
increased non-product costs will be al- 
^ by all refiners as of March 1, 
between exempt or decontrolled 
Products and covered products and 
®^nong covered products, based on the 
relative volumes of such products pro¬ 
duced from crude oil in the month of 
measurement. 


This allocation of increased costs on a 
pro rata volumetric basis. In conjunction 
with the absence of any provision per¬ 
mitting the reallocation of costs from 
exempt to covered products, appears to 
result in a distortion of historical pric¬ 
ing patterns and an impairment of the 
ability of refiners to recover fully their 
Increased costa. 

Prior to the decontrol of residual fuel 
oil on June 1. 1976 (41 FR 13896. April 1. 
1976>. of middle distillates on July 1.1976 
(41 FR 24516, June 16, 1976), and of 
naphtha, gas oils, lubricants and cer¬ 
tain other products on September 1.1976 
(41 FR 30096. July 22, 1976). increased 
costs allocated to such products on a pro 
rata volumetric basis could be reallo¬ 
cated to gasoline. The reallocation of 
costs pursuant to the regulations in effect 
prior to the foregoing exemptions ap¬ 
pears to have reflected the generally 
higher cost of refining gasoline which 
had. prior to the Imposition of price 
controls, resulted In a historically high¬ 
er price of gasoline relative to other pe¬ 
troleum products. 

Because approximately 50 percent by 
volume of refinery output is now exempt, 
increased costs allocated to those prod¬ 
ucts on a pro rata volumetric basis but 
historically recovered through sales of 
gasoline may no longer be recovered 
through such sales because the regula¬ 
tions do not afford a means for refiners 
to reallocate to gasoline amounts of in¬ 
creased costs allocated on a pro rata vol¬ 
umetric basis to exempt products. This 
situation tends to create cost-based pres¬ 
sures for refiners to recover as much as 
possible of the increased costs formerly 
reallocated from products that are now 
exempt to gasoline in sales of exempt 
products, particularly those for which 
there is the greatest demand, such as 
middle distillates. If such cost-based 
pressures on middle distillate prices are 
to be avoided and market prices for re¬ 
fined products—particularly gasoline 
and middle distillate—are to remain in 
their traditional relationship, it appears 
that refiners should be permitted to re¬ 
allocate a certain amount of their in¬ 
creased costs now allocated to exempt 
products to gasoline, as was previously 
permitted. 

FEA data obtained from the thirty 
largest refiners for the period March 
1975 through May 1976, during which 
time reallocation of increased costs from 
other covered products to gasoline was 
permuted, show that this reallocation 
of costs was significant. Total increased 
costs of crude oil allocated directly to 
gasoline on a pro rata volumetric basis 
during the period were Just under $17.5 
billion dollars, whUe additional increased 
costs reallocated to gasoline from middle 
distillates and general refinery products 
(including residual fuel oil) were just 
under $1.5 bUlion. This reallocation of 
Increased costs represents, on a weighted 
average basis, additional increased casts 
allocated to gasoline equal to 8.48 percent 
of the increased costs of crude oil allo¬ 
cated to gasoline on a pro rata volumetric 
basis. Specific Individual refiners, how¬ 
ever, reallocated increased costs at a 


much higher rate, equalling up to 20 8 
percent of the increased costs of crude 
oil allocated to gasoline on a pro rata 
volumetric basis. 

Although the reallocation of increased 
costs to gasoline may be understated on 
FEA records (some refiners reported re¬ 
allocation of increased costs as adjust¬ 
ments on supplemental schedules to the 
Form FEO-96, rather than on the form 
itself) and although refiners might have 
made different reallocation decisions (or 
might have made different decisions on 
whether to allocate costs on the basis of 
estimated sales volumes (the "V” factor) 
or on the basis of volumes of product 
produced from crude oil (the "R” fac¬ 
tor) ) had they foreseen future FEA ac¬ 
tions regarding the exemption of certain 
covered products from price regulations, 
the following Table 1 represents the best 
information FEA has presently available 
on actual reallocation of increased costs 
to gasoline by the thirty-largest refiners 
and the resulting cents-per-gallon in¬ 
crease in maximum allowable prices of 
gasoline.

As noted above, the non-product costs 
associated with refining gasoline appear 
to be relatively higher than those asso¬ 
ciated with refining other products, par¬ 
ticularly in the case of unleaded gasoline. 
Thus, absent a reallocation of increased 
costs to gasoline, maximum allowable 
prices of gasoline would not appear to re¬ 
flect the relative cost of refining gasoline. 

The FEA is proposing in this proceed¬ 
ing to permit the allocation of increased 
costs to gasoline on a greater than pro 
rata volumetric basis. There are several 
means for achieving this result, and FEA 
is therefore proposing alternative 
amendments to the Mandatory Petro¬ 
leum Price Regulations. Comments are 
specifically requested on which alterna¬ 
tive represents the best solution with 
regard to the following issues: 

(a) Fldeltty to historical pricing patterns; 

(b) Facility of Implementation and ac¬ 
curacy and ease of auditing; 
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(c) Ability of refiners to recover Increased 
costa; 

(d) Reasonable restraint against the re* 
allocation to gasoline of increased costs that 
can be recovered through sales of exempt 
products; 

(e) Pricing flexibility. 

Comments arc also specifically re¬ 
quested on the impact each alternative 
would be likely to have on gasoline and 
middle distillate prices. 

II. Alternative I; Reallocation or In¬ 
creased Costs Not Recovered in Sales 

or Exempt Products to Gasoline 

The first alternative proposal is to per¬ 
mit the reallocation to gasoline of in¬ 
creased costs allocated to exempt prod¬ 
ucts but not recovered through sales of 
those products. An objective of cost real- 
location is to relieve pressures to recover 
all the increased costs currently allocated 
to exempt products through increases in 
the prices of those products. The reallo¬ 
cation to gasoline of those increased costs 
which a refiner does not recover through 
sales of exempt products should reduce 
the cost-based pressure on the prices of 
those products. Thus, under this pro¬ 
posal. increased costs incurred in the 
month preceding the month of measure¬ 
ment that are allocated to exempt prod¬ 
ucts. but are not recovered through sales 
of those products in the month of meas¬ 
urement, would be permitted to be re¬ 
allocated to gasoline. 

Recovery of increased costs under the 
regulations currently applicable to 
covered products is calculated on the 
basis of revenues actually received 
through sales of the product in a given 
month. The regulations also provide a 
mechanism for permitting increased 
costs that are unrecovered in a given 
month to be carried over for recovery 
through sales in a future month. In prac¬ 
tice. this means that when refiners are 
building inventories of product during 
low demand months and Increased costs 
are incurred which are attributable to 
the refining of products accumulated in 
Inventory, the regulations permit the 
"storage" of those Increased costs along 
with the storage of the product, to 
Justify price levels that will provide for 
a passthrough of increased costs in the 
months when those products are even¬ 
tually sold. However, as to exempt prod¬ 
ucts. the association of increased costs 
with particular volumes of product 
would entail the same recordkeeping and 
audit burdens and complexities as do the 
regulations on covered products. There¬ 
fore. under this alternative, cost recovery 
would be calculated on an Imputed basis, 
using the difference between the weight¬ 
ed average price at which the product 
was sold during the month of measure¬ 
ment and the weighted average price at 
which the product was sold on May 15, 
1973, and multiplying this per unit cost 
recovery by the volume of product re¬ 
fined plus the volume of product pur¬ 
chased in the month preceding the 
month of measurement. In other words, 
the total quantity of product for which 
increased costs are incurred and to which 
increased costs are allocated in a given 


month would also be the quantity upon 
which increased costs would be deemed 
to have been recovered in the following 
month. 

This method of calculating imputed 
cost recovery would minimize the com¬ 
plexities which would otherwise occur in 
calculating the actual cost recovery for 
products, like middle distillate, for which 
there is a significant seasonal fluctua¬ 
tion in demand. 

It should be pointed out that this 
alternative does not in any sense re im¬ 
pose controls on the prices of exempt 
products. Recovery of more than a pro 
rata volumetric share of Increased costs 
through sales of exempt products. If it 
were to occur, would result in no penalty. 
The only consequence would be the ab¬ 
sence of any increased costs available for 
reallocation to gasoline. 

HI. Alternative n: Allocation to Gas¬ 
oline of A Higher Percentage or 

Increased Product Costs 

Under the second alternative proposal, 
a refiner would calculate the Increased 
costs of crude oil allocated to gasoline 
on a pro rata volumetric basis, as is now 
done, and would then be permitted to 
take a fixed additional percentage of 
those increased costs apd allocate them 
to gasoline. The cumulative data, dis¬ 
cussed above, available to the FEA for 
the period March 1975 through May 1976 
indicates a reallocation of additional in¬ 
creased costs to gasoline equalling 8.48 
percent of the increased costs of crude 
oil allocated to gasoline on a pro rata 
volumetric basis. 

It appears, however, that to restrict 
the allocation of additional Increased 
costs of crude oil to gasoline under this 
alternative to the foregoing average of 
8.48 percent would be inappropriate for 
several reasons. First, thirteen out of the 
thirty refiners in the sample reallocated 
more that 8.48 percent of Increased 
crude costs to gasoline. To reduce per¬ 
mitted reallocations from levels formerly 
implemented by certain refiners by as 
much as 12 percent would appear to 
strongly increase pressures for such re¬ 
finers to recover the increased costs of 
crude oil on exempt products. 8econd. if 
a refiner with large purchases of gasoline 
elected to allocate increased costs of 
crude oil on the pro mta volumetric 
basis of purchased as well as of refined 
product sales <an option permitted only 
until March 1. 1977 under a recent 
amendment to the price regulations <42 
FR 5023. January 27. 19771), that re¬ 
finer may not have needed to reallocate 
Increased crude oil costs to gasoline to 
the extent that other refiners did. 
Finally, for reasons noted above. FEA re¬ 
ports may understate the amount of re¬ 
allocation that actually took place. 

FEA therefore proposes to permit the 
allocation of Increased costs of crude oil 
to gasoline on the baste of 110 percent of 
the pro rata volumetric allocation of 
those costs. The 110 percent allocation, 
using the $17.5 billion directly allocated 
to gasoline as reported in the data dis¬ 
cussed above would, during that period, 
have permitted the reallocation to gas¬ 


oline of $1.75 billion, or approximately 
1.423 cents per gallon. To the extent thtt 
the increased costs of crude oil allocated 
to gasoline are not recovered, they could 
be banked for future use as provided in 
the regulations. 

IV. Alternative HI: Reallocation or 

Increased Costs to Gasoline on a Rt- 

finer by Refiner Basis 

The third alternative proposal would 
permit each refiner to reallocate in¬ 
creased costs to gasoline on the ba.*$$ of 
its own historical reallocation of costs. 
Under this proposal, the base year May 
1975 through April 1976 would be utilized 
(a twelve-month period during which 
the reallocation of Increased costs from 
other covered products to gasoline was 
permitted ) and each refiner would cal¬ 
culate the total dollar amount of in¬ 
creased costs actually reallocated to gas¬ 
oline from products other than gasoline 
in each month of measurement of that 
year. The refiner would then compute 
the percentage that such reallocated 
costs represented of the total dollar 
amount of increased costs that would 
have been allocated in each month of 
measurement to gasoline on a pro rata 
volume refined basis (computed for these 
purposes under the "R" factor, whether 
or not the refiner actually allocated in¬ 
creased costs under that factor). The 
refiner would then be permitted for any 
current month to reallocate to gasoline 
that same additional percentage of the 
total dollar amount of increased costs 
allocated to gasoline tn the month of 
measurement as was actually reallocated 
to gasoline from other products in the 
corresponding month in the base year. 

The FEA specifically requests com¬ 
ments on whether the data required to 
make these calculations arc available, 
and whether the calculations are feasible 
and easily auditable. 

V Alternative IV: Allocation to Gas¬ 
oline of Increased Non-Product Costs 

Associated With Refining Gasoline 

In its notice of proposed rulemaking on 
the pricing of leaded and unleaded gaso- 
line *41 FR 54774. December 15. 1976). 
the FEA proposed to permit the alloca¬ 
tion to prices for gasoline of the increased 
non-product costs specifically associated 
with the refining of unleaded gasoline. 
The FEA also requested comments on 
whether increased non-product costs 
attributable to the refining of all types 
and grades of gasoline should be per¬ 
mitted to be allocated to gasoline The 
comments indicated that the calcula¬ 
tion of increased non-product costs spe¬ 
cifically associated with the refining of all 
types and grades of gasoline was more 
feasible and subject to fewer arbitrary 
assumptions than the calculation of only 
those increased non-product costs spe¬ 
cifically associated with the refining of 
unleaded gasoline. Despite the support 
for this alternative, the FEA determined 
that because of the importance and com¬ 
plexity of the issues involved, it would be 
more appropriate to make the proposal 
part of this further rulemaking in order 
that all of the issues concerning the allo- 
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cation of increased costs to gasoline 
m&ht be addressed directly <42 FR 5030, 
January 27.1977). 

Therefore, the fourth alternative pro¬ 
posal is to permit each refiner to cal¬ 
culate. In accordance with the provisions 
of the regulations dealing with the cal¬ 
culation of increased non-product costs, 
the actual increased non-product costs 
for that refiner specifically attributable 
to the refining of all types and grades of 
gasoline. These specifically identifiable 
costs could then be allocated entirely 
to gasoline prices instead of being allo¬ 
cated among all products on a pro rata 
volumetric basis. 

Alternatively, since the comments re¬ 
ceived in the previous proceeding indi¬ 
cated that it ts difficult to determine the 
costs uniquely associated with gasoline 
production in a specific refinery. FEA 
is also proposing two further sub-options 
on the reallocation of increased non- 
product costs to gasoline. These methods 
would not involve the attribution of spe¬ 
cific costa to the refining of gasoline, but 
would nevertheless recognize that the 
portion of non-product costs reasonably 
allocated to gasoline production may be 
greater than the amount of increased 
non-product costs allocated on a pro rata 
volumetric basis. FEA therefore requests 
comments on the two following sub¬ 
options for allocating an appropriate 


fraction of refiners* Increased non-prod¬ 
uct costs to gasoline. 

SUB-OFTION A 

Sub-option A Is based on information 
provided to FEA which indicates that for 
a typical U.S. full line gasoline refinery 
producing approximately 45 percent gas¬ 
oline, the proportion of non-product 
costs appropriately allocated to gasoline 
production would be in a ratio of ap¬ 
proximately 2.5 for gasoline to 1.0 for 
other products, or 70 percent of the total 
costs of operating a refinery, FEA there¬ 
fore invites comment on this approach, 
both on the reasonableness of the 70 per¬ 
cent figure and on the applicability of 
this or any other fixed percentage to re¬ 
finers with gasoline production which 
constitutes less than or more than 45 
percent of their total production of re¬ 
fined products. 

SUB-OPTION B 

Comment is also invited on a sub¬ 
option that would apportion non-product 
costs to gasoline based on each refiner’s 
actual percentage output of gasoline in 
a given month of measurement and un¬ 
der a formula which would allocate an 
increasing percentage of increased non¬ 
product costs to gasoline as the propor¬ 
tion of gasoline to total products in¬ 
creases. 

One such formula Is described below.

Note that Sub-option B would provide 
the same allocation for a refiner pro¬ 
ducing 45 percent gasoline os Sub-option 
A. but would allocate a greater or lesser 
amount of increased non-product costs 
to gasoline as the actual gasoline yield 
Increased or decreased. 

No regulatory language is proposed for 
these two Sub-options. The FEA does, 
however, request comments on the sub¬ 
stance of these two proposals.

BANK HOLDING COMPANIES 

Notice of Proposed Rulemaking Relating 

to Presumption of Continued Control of 

Transferred Assets and Activities 

Section 2(g) (3) of the Bank Holding 
Company Act (12 U5C. 1841(g)(3)). 
creates a presumption that shares trans¬ 
ferred by a bank holding company to any 
transferee that la Indebted to the trans¬ 
feror, or that has an officer, director, or 
other management Interlock with the 
transferor, arc deemed to be Indirectly 
owned or controlled by the transferor, 
unless the Board, after opportunity for 
hearing, determines that the transferor 
is not in fact capable of controlling the 
transferee. Since the enactment of sec¬ 
tion 2(g)(3) in 1886. the Board and its 
stuff have given certain interpretations 
of Its scope that the Instant proposed 
regulation Is intended to codify. Thus, 
the proposed regulation reflects the 
Board's previously stated view that a 
transfer of shares to an officer, director, 
or trustee of the transferor (as distin¬ 
guished from a transfer to an entity hav¬ 
ing an officer, director or trustee in com¬ 
mon with the transferor) gives rise to 
the presumption of continued control by 
the transferor. 1 Similarly, the Board has 
treated the statutory presumption as 
being applicable where the described re¬ 
lationship Involves a subsidiary of a 
transferor or transferee. 1 In addition, 
other questions have arisen in the ap¬ 
plication of section 2(g)(3)—for ex¬ 
ample. whether the presumption applies 
in the case of asset transfers, including 
interests In partnerships. Board staff has 
taken the position that certain of such 
transfers are covered. The proposed 
amendment to Regulation Y is intended 
to codify these earlier constructions of 
the Act and to remove uncertainties. 

In administering section 2(g)(3). 
which the Board views as a useful means 
of assuring the completeness of divesti¬ 
tures. the Board has recognized the pos¬ 
sibility that transfers may occur that do 
not fall within the literal language of 
section 2(g)(3). but that, nonetheless, 
may involve or permit continued control 
of the transferred assets by the trans¬ 
feror. In view of the principal purpose 
of the Act, to separate banking and 
commerce, the Board believes that such 
transfers should be subject to scrutiny 
fry the Board to ensure that divestiture 
requirements have been complied with 
frefore there is any interruption in the 
divesting company # $ status with respect 
to the divested property.

Correction to Proposed Requirement for 
LORAN-C 

On January 31, 1977, the Coast Guard 
published a notice of proposed rulemak¬ 
ing In the Federal Register <42 FR 
5966 > entitled Proposed Navigation Safe¬ 
ty Requirements. LORAN-C on Vessels 
of 1600 Gross Tons or More <CGD 77- 
002). It was subsequently noted that: 

1. The discussion of the economic im¬ 
pact of the proposal was inadvertently 
omitted. 

2. No mention whs made of minimum 
specifications for LORAN-C receivers. 

This notice of correction Is being is¬ 
sued to amend the preamble of the notice 
by adding the following comments and 
discussions: 

This rule has been reviewed for eco¬ 
nomic effects under Department of 
Transportation "Policies to Improve 
Analysis and Review of Regulations’’ (41 
FR 16200). The Coast Guard estimates 
that there would be no more than 800 
U.S. and 5000 foreign flag vessels which 
might be affected by this rule. Of those, 
it is estimated that 50 percent of U.S. 
and 20 percent of foreign flag vessels al¬ 
ready have LORAN-C receivers installed. 
Therefore, approximately 400 U.S. and 


4000 foreign flag vessels would have to 
purchase and install the equipment. 

Purchase costs range from $2000 to 
$5995. Installation costs vary from about 
$2000 to $5000. For purposes of this anal¬ 
ysis. It is assumed that purchase cost is 
$3500 and installation $3500. that the 
amortization period would be seven years, 
and that the Installed cost would be 
passed to U.S. consumers in seven equal 
increments. The economic impact on the 
U.S. economy for the first year would be 
the cost of the installed equipment for 
U.S. vessels, plus *; of the Installed cost 
to all vessels. One seventh of the co«t to 
all vessels would be passed to U.S. con¬ 
sumers in each of the succeeding six 
years. The initial cost to foreign vessels 
is not considered a cost to the U-S. 
economy. 

The highest single year cost to the U3, 
shipping industry w’ould be the first 
year cost of $2,800,000. First year total 
Impact on the U.S. economy would be 
$7,200,000. Total cost of compliance to 
the U.S. economy over the seven year 
period would be $33,600,000. 

The benefits from having this equip¬ 
ment Include not only cost saving in 
vessel operation, but also fewer vessel 
accidents. This yields savings in oil spill 
cleanup, search and rescue costs, inves¬ 
tigation costs, and vessel repair costs 
Injury to persons and the environment 
could be prevented. 8pill cleanup costs 
alone are estimated at |30-$35.000,000 
per year A more detailed analysis is 
filed in the public docket. 

The ‘‘LORAN-C User Handbook" 
(CG-462), published in August of 1974, 
listed several features which are re¬ 
quired to make full use of the system. 
These include automatic acquisition and 
tracking and cycle matching on all 
pulses. Some sets being sold today do 
not have all of these features and, there¬ 
fore. yield much less reliability or accu¬ 
racy than the system is capable of pro¬ 
viding. The Coast Guard is developing 
minimum specifications for LORAN-C 
receivers which could use the full capa¬ 
bility of the LORAN transmitting sys¬ 
tem and will publish them in a supple¬ 
mental notice in the near future. Inter¬ 
ested parties may submit comments con¬ 
cerning minimum standards to the 
docket at this time or at the scheduled 
public hearings.

Proposed Revision of Philadelphia County 
Portion of Pennsylvania State Imple¬ 
mentation Plan 

On November 10, 1976, the Common¬ 
wealth of Pennsylvania submitted to the 
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Regional Administrator, EPA Region 
m, an amendment to Title 3 of the 
Philadelphia County Code relating to Air 
Management The Commonwealth has 
requested that this amendment be re¬ 
viewed and processed as a revision of the 
Philadelphia County portion of the 
Pennsylvania State Implementation 
Plan (SIP) for the attainment and main¬ 
tenance of national ambient air quality 
standards. 

The amendment consists of a change 
to Section 3-207. Sale of Fuel Oil, which 
delays the effective date for the 0.3 per¬ 
cent sulfur-in-fucl requirement until Oc¬ 
tober 1. 1977. 

The request by the City of Philadelphia 
and the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania 
Is one of a series of similar requests to 
delay the 0.3 percent requirement origi¬ 
nally scheduled to be effective on Octo¬ 
ber 1. 1973. Currently, the 8IP prohibits 
the sale or use of fuel oil in Philadelphia 
with a sulfur content greater than 0.3 
percent by weight but local law permits 
all fuel burning Installations located in 
the City of Philadelphia to burn fuel with 
a sulfur content of up to 0.5 percent. On 
April 15. 1974. the Commonwealth, on 
behalf of the City of Philadelphia, sub¬ 
mitted a request to EPA to postpone the 
0.3 percent requirement until March 31, 
1975. The Philadelphia Air Manage¬ 
ment Services (AMS), the cognizant 
air pollution control agency fh the Phil¬ 
adelphia County portion of the Metro¬ 
politan Philadelphia Interstate AQCR, 
contended that the delay was neces¬ 
sitated by the oil embargo. The Regional 
Administrator proposed the request as 
a revision of the Pennsylvania SIP on 
November 15. 1974 (39 FR 40310). A re¬ 
view of the sulfur dioxide (SO.) air 
quality data for Philadelphia County 
during the year 1974 indicated only one 
oxcurison beyond the 24-hour primary 
SO> standard. As a result, the Adminis¬ 
trator approved the delay as a revision 
of the SIP on April 1,1975 (40 FR 14595). 

On May 15. 1975. the Commonwealth, 
on behalf of the City of Philadelphia, 
submitted a request to delay the 0.3 per¬ 
cent sulfur-in-fuel requirement until 
October 1,1975. AMS Justified the request 
with the following: 

2. Additional time is required to review 
the present SOi control strategy. 

2. The relationships between emissions 
and observed air quality should be more 
accurately defined. 

3. A clearer indication of the most ap¬ 
propriate control strategy to attain and 
maintain standards is needed. 

On August 4, 1975 (40 FR 32761 >, the 
Regional Administrator proposed the 
May 15. 1975 delay request as a revision 
of the Philadelphia County Portion of 
the Pennsylvania SIP. However. EPA 
was still reviewing this request for final 
approval and had not made a final deter¬ 
mination when the Commonwealth sub¬ 
mitted a request on October 27, 1975 for 
further delay of the 0.3 percent sulfur- 


in-fuel requirement. The Philadelphia 
AMS justified that amendment with the 
following reasoning: 

1. Results from a recently performed 
simulation model showed that as much as 
50 percent of the City's ambient concen¬ 
tration of SOj emanated from sources 
outside of the city, some of which were 
not in compliance with the currently ap¬ 
plicable regulations. 

2. In view of the major sulfur dioxide 
reductions already achieved in Phila¬ 
delphia and the compliance program yet 
to be completed elsewhere in the region, 
it would have been inequitable to both 
the people and industry of Philadelphia 
to impose a disproportionate level of con¬ 
trol without full implementation of re¬ 
gional control strategies throughout the 
balance of the region. 

In summary. AMS contended that the 
delay in implementing the 0.3 percent 
sulfur-in-fuel requirement would delay 
the timetable for Improving air quality 
with respect to sulfur dioxide levels, but 
would not cause violations of sulfur 
dioxide standards once one of the non- 
complying sources located outside of the 
City (Philadelphia Electric Company. 
Eddystone Station, which is presently 
on a consent order), comes into full 
compliance. 

The Commonwealth of Pennsylvania 
submitted proof that a public hearing 
regarding the amendment submitted on 
October 27, 1975 was held on September 
3, 1975, in accordance with the require¬ 
ments set forth in 40 CFR 51.4. 

On May 10. 1976 (41 FR 19131), the 
Regional Administrator acknowledged 
receipt of the amendment, withdrew the 
May 15, 1975 delay request from further 
consideration as a SIP revision, simul¬ 
taneously proposed the October 27. 1975 
submittal as a revision of the Philadel¬ 
phia County portion of the Pennsylvania 
State Implementation Plan, and provided 
for a 30-day public comment period, end¬ 
ing June 9, 1976. During the public com¬ 
ment period. EPA received comments 
from the New Jersey State Department of 
Environmental Protection (DEP). The 
comments essentially expressed the point 
that while DEP does not oppose this SIP 
revision per se. It would oppose any fur¬ 
ther delays In implementing the 0.3 per¬ 
cent requirement unless it Is demonstra¬ 
ted that standards will not be violated 
within the entire Metropolitan Philadel¬ 
phia Interstate AQCR 

However, EPA had not made a final 
determination on the delay request of 
October 27, 1975 when the Common¬ 
wealth submitted an additional request 
on November 10. 1976 for further delay 
of the 0 3 percent sulfur-in-fuel require¬ 
ment. The Philadelphia AMS Justified 
the latest amendment by reiterating the 
arguments in their October 27. 1975 re¬ 
quest for approval concerning the results 
of their simulation model, the reductions 
already achieved, and compliance that 
was yet to take place. In addition. AMS 
asked that the regulation be approved in 


view of the EPA study which is examin¬ 
ing the necessity of retaining the 0.3 per¬ 
cent requirement in the SIP after Octo¬ 
ber 1. 1976 for the purpose of maintain¬ 
ing the ambient sulfur dioxide level below 
standards. A key element of this effort 
Is a compilation of a comprehensive re¬ 
gional emission inventory. They main¬ 
tain that this Inventory will provide a 
common data base for the respective re¬ 
gional maintenance analyses and plans, 
and with appropriate growth considera¬ 
tions. will provide data for the develop¬ 
ment of Integrated and complementary 
future control strategies within the Re¬ 
gion. They state that a postponement of 
tht 0.3 percent requlrment would allow 
time for completion of the study and pre¬ 
clude the imposition of what may be an 
unnecessarily stringent and costly level 
of control. 

The Commonwealth of Pennsylvania 
submitted proof that a public hearing re¬ 
garding this amendment was held on 
September 8. 1978. in accordance with 
the requirements set forth in 40 CFR 
51.4. 

This notice is to announce the Re¬ 
gional Administrator’s receipt of the 
amendment and to provide for a 30 day 
public comment period. Only those com¬ 
ments received on or before March 21 
1977 will be considered. 

The Administrator’s decision to ap 
prove or disapprove this proposed re¬ 
vision will be based on whether the 
amendment to Title 3 of the AMS code 
meets the requirements of section llOm 
(2) of the Clean Air Act and 40 CFR

from the United States and thus have 
indirect application in air transportation 
as defined by the Act.

Applications for emergency loans must 
be received by this Department no later 
than April 5. 1977. for physical losses 
and November 3. 1977. for production 
losses, except that qualified borrowers 
who receive initial loans pursuant to tills 
designation may be eligible for sub¬ 
sequent loans. The urgency of the need 
for loans in the designated area makes 
it impracticable and contrary to the pub¬ 
lic Interest to give advance notice of pro¬ 
posed rulemaking and invite public par¬ 
ticipation.

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The regulations also provide for spe¬ 
cial releases during normal hydrologic 
conditions that may be required to flush 
silt deposits and debris from the river;

The Government of Canada has noti¬

crude oil. which are not part of Canada's 
monthly exportable surplus, are avail¬ 
able immediately for export to the 
United States. This was confirmed by 
letter dated February 9. 1977. to FEA

Minister -Counsellor for Energy, in which 
FEA was advised as follows: 

With reference to the telex dated Febru- 
2 - 10 77. from the Secretary of the Na¬ 
tional Energy Board of Canada we wiah to 
confirm that the 800.000 barrels of heavy 
crude oil which the Board is prepared to 11- 
cem» for export to the United Staten wlU 
«ot be counted against the limit on crude 
11 export* authorised on a monthly basis. 

The Mandatory Canadian Crude Oil 
Allocation Regulations provide as fol- 
at 10 CFR 214.10>>: 

Appftrabtfuy. This part applies to all Ca- 
crude °il imported after December 31. 
*78, except tor (1) crude oil authorized for 


export by Canada for the period ending De¬ 
cember 31, 1975, that was not actually Im¬ 
ported Into tho United States by that date, 
and (2) Canadian crude oil the export of 
Which is not a factor In the calculation* for 
the maximum export levels fixed by Canada. 

On the basis of the Canadian Govern¬ 
ment's advice to FEA. FEA has deter¬ 
mined that tills heavy crude oil is not a 
factor in the calculations for the maxi¬ 
mum export levels fixed by Canada and, 
therefore, pursuant to 10 CFR 214.1 <b), 
is not subject to the regulations under 
the Canadian Allocation Program. 

Accordingly, notice Is hereby given 
that refiners desiring to purchase this 
Canadian heavy crude oil are advised to 
contact the National Energy Board di¬ 
rectly.

REFINERS* CRUDE OIL ALLOCATION 
PROGRAM 

Allocation Quarter of March 1,1977 
Through May 31.1977 

The notice specified in $ 211.65(e) for 
the refiners* crude oil allocation program 
is hereby published for the allocation 
quarter of March 1 through May 31,1977. 

The buy-sell list for refiners is set forth 
as an appendi x to this notice. The pro¬ 
visions of 10 CFR 211.65 apply to ail 
transactions made under the buy-sell 
list. Included as part of the list, as re¬ 
quired by l 211.65(e), arc: The quantity 
of crude oil each refiner-buyer is eligible 
to purchase; the total allocation obliga¬ 
tion for all refiner-sellers; the fixed per¬ 
centage share for each refiner-seller; 
and the quantity of crude oil that each 
refiner-seller is obligated to offer for sale 
to refiner-buyers, with a specification as 
to the portions thereof that constitute 
the primary and secondary sales obliga¬ 
tions for each refiner-seller, in accord¬ 
ance with 10 CFR 211.65(d). 

The allocations shown on the buy-sen 
list for refiner-buyers that own and oper¬ 
ate second priority refineries (as defined 
in Part 214 of 10 CFR for purposes of 
the Mandatory Canadian Crude Oil Al¬ 
location Program) reflect two types of 
adjustment* resulting from reduction* 
in Canadian crude oil exports to the 
United States. Adjustments have been 
made for the March through May 1977 
allocation quarter baited on FEA’s esti¬ 
mate of Canadian crude oil exports dur¬ 
ing that allocation quarter. In addition, 
a further adjustment has been made for 
certain refiner-buyers that operate sec¬ 
ond priority refineries and that pur¬ 
chased their entire allocation for th* 
December 1976 through February 1977 
allocation quarter. This adjustment re¬ 
flect* the difference between FEA’s esti¬ 
mates of Canadian crude oil available 
for December 1976 through February 
1977, which were used to adjust alloca¬ 
tions during the December 1976 through 
February' 1977 allocation quarter, and 
the actual export level subsequently an¬ 
nounced by the Canadian government. 

Adjustment* have also been made pur¬ 
suant to 10 CFR 211.65(a) (4) for refiner- 
buyers that have recently experienced 
lo&scs of Federal royalty oil. Additionally. 
FEA made corresponding adjustments 
for refiner-buyers that are gaining fed¬ 
eral royalty oil for this allocation quar¬ 
ter. Adjustment* had previously been 
made In the September through Novem¬ 
ber 1976 allocation quarter for several 
refiner-buyers that experienced Inrge 
lasses of Federal royalty oil during that 
allocation quarter. 

The buy-sell list covers PAD Districts 
I through V. and amounts shown are in 
barrels of 42 gallons each, for the speci¬ 
fied period. Pursuant to } 211.65(d), even 
refiner-seller shall offer for sale, directly 
or through exchange, to refiner-buyers 
during an allocation quarter a quantity 
of crude oil equal to that refiner-sellers 
primary sale* obligation plus any portion 
of that refiner-seller's secondary sal®* 
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obligation as to which the FEA directs a 
sale pursuant to 10 CFR 211.65(h). No 
refiner-seller shall be required to offer for 
sale to refiner-buyers, whether by direct¬ 
ed sale or otherwise, any portion of its 
secondary sales obligation until each 
other refiner-seller (except refiner-sellers 
with minimal primary sales obligations) 
has sold at least 80 percent of its primary 
sales obligation. 

The procedures of 10 CFR 211.65(h) 
provide that if a sale Is not agreed upon 
on or before March 4. 1977. a refiner- 
buyer that has not been able to negotiate 
a contract to purchase crude oil may re¬ 
quest FEA to direct one or more refiner- 
sellers to sell a suitable type of crude oil 
to such refiner-buyer. Such a request 
must be made on or before March 21. 
1977. Upon such request. FEA may direct 
one or more refiner-sellers that have not 
completed their required sales to sell 
crude oil to the refiner-buyer. If the re¬ 
finer-buyer declines to purchase the 
crude oil specified by FEA. the rights of 
that refiner-buyer to purchase that vol¬ 
ume of crude oil are forfeited during this 
allocation quarter, providing that the re¬ 
finer-seller or refiner-sellers in question 
have fully com oiled with the provisions 
of 10 CFR 211.65. Refiner-buyers making 
such request must provide the FEA with 
the following information: 

1. Name of the refiner-buyer and of the 
person authorized to act for the refiner- 
buyer in buy-sell list transactions. 

2. Names and locations of the refineries 
for which crude oil is sought, the amount 
of crude oil sought for each refinery, and 
the technical specification range of crude 
oil that can be processed in each refinery. 

3. Statement of any restrictions, limi¬ 
tations or contralnts on the refiner-buy¬ 
er's purchases of crude oil, particularly 
as to the manner or time of deliveries. 

4. Names and locations of all refiner- 
sellers from which crude oil has been 
sought under the buy-sell list and the 
volume and specification of the crude oil 
sought from each. 


5. The response of each refiner-seller 
jo which a request to purchase crude oU 
has been made, and the name and tele¬ 
phone number of the Individual con¬ 
tacted at each such refiner-seller. 

G-Such other pertinent information 
as FEA mav request.

The Berlin City Bank. Berlin. New 
Hampshire ("Applicant"), has applied 
for the Board's approval under section 
3(a)(1) of the Bank Holding Company 
Act (12 US.C. 1842(a)(1)) to continue 
to be a bank holding company through 
the retention of 50 3 percent of the vot¬ 
ing shares of The White Mountain Trust 
Company. Gorham. New Hampshire 
("Bank"). 

Notice of the application, affording op¬ 
portunity for interested persons to sub¬ 
mit comments and views, has been Riven 
in accordance with section 3<b) of the 
Act < 12 U5.C. 1842(b)). The time for fil¬ 
ing comments and views has expired, and 
the Board has considered the application 
and all comments received in light of th* 
factors set forth in section 3(c) of the 
Act (12 UB.C. 1842(c)). Included among 
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the comments received and considered by 
the Board were submissions by and on 
behalf of the Bank Commlssjoner of the 
Slate of New Hampshire; The North 
Country Bank, Berlin, New Hampshire; 
Gorham Savings Bonk. Gorham, New 
Hampshire; Edward J. Reichert; and the 
management of The White Mountain 
Trust Company. 

As a result of Applicant acquiring a 
majority of Bank's voting shares early 
in 1975 (Applicant’s acquisition of a 
majority of Bank’s voting shares in vio¬ 
lation of the prior approval requirement 
in the Bonk Holding Company Act is de¬ 
scribed In detail below,). Applicant be¬ 
came a bank holding company control¬ 
ling a total of $34.4 million in commer¬ 
cial bank deposits, which represents 2 3 
percent of the total deposits in commer¬ 
cial banks in New Hampshire, and Is the 
eighth largest banking organization in 
that State. * 1 Although retention of Bank 
(which accounts for 0.1 percent of 
Statewide commercial bank deposits) 
would not have significant adverse ef¬ 
fect* upon the concentration of banking 
resources in New Hampshire, retention 
would have significant adverse competi¬ 
tive effects within the relevant banking 
market. 

In analyzing the competitive effects of 
a retention proposal under section 3(a) 
of the Act. the Board considers the com¬ 
petitive consequences of the acquisition 
at the time it was mode. Based upon its 
analysis, the Board must conclude that 
approval of the instant proposal would 
amount to a countenancing by the Board 
of the significant adverse competitive 
consequences that resulted from the 
original acquisition of Bank by Appli¬ 
cant. 

Bank ($1.4 million in deposits) Is the 
smallest of the three commercial banks 
operating In the Beriin-Gorham banking 
market * and controls approximately 2.8 
percent of market deposits. Berlin City 
Bank Is the largest and clearly the domi¬ 
nant commercial bank in the market 
controlling apprxoimatcly 66.2 percent of 
market deposits. Applicant's acquisition 
of a majority of Bank’s voting shares had 
a number of significantly adverse com¬ 
petitive consequences: Applicant in¬ 
creased its market share to close to 70 
percent of commercial bank deposits and 
thereby increased the already high level 
of concentration of banking resources in 
the market; a significant amount ef ex¬ 
isting competition between Berlin City 
Bank and Bank was eliminated; • future 
competition was adversely affected by 
the removal of Bank as an Independent

competitive .alternative In the Berlln- 
Gorham banking market (thereby reduc¬ 
ing alternatives in the market from three 
to two), and the closed-town status of 
Gorham was preserved. Approval of this 
proposal would have the effect of sanc¬ 
tioning the above-described significant 
adverse competitive consequences. Ac¬ 
cordingly. on the basis of the foregoing 
and other facts of record, the Board con¬ 
cludes that competitive considerations 
relating to this application weigh suf¬ 
ficiently against approval so that it 
should not be approved unless the anti¬ 
competitive effects are clearly out¬ 
weighed by benefits to the public in meet¬ 
ing the convenience and needs of the 
communities to be served. 

Tlie financial resources and future 
prospects of Applicant and Bonk are re¬ 
garded as satisfactory and consistent 
with approval of the application. In addi¬ 
tion to such considerations, among the 
factors enumerated in section 3(0 of the 
Act thnt the Board must consider in act¬ 
ing on an application under the Act are 
the managerial resources of the appli¬ 
cant. As the Board has recently indi¬ 
cated.* the reference to "manaperinl re¬ 
sources*’ docs not refer solely to the busi¬ 
ness abilities of management or to its 
past, financial success. The legislative his¬ 
tory of section 3(c) make.'; it clear that 
this factor relates not only to manage¬ 
ment's competence but also to manage¬ 
ment’s disposition to conduct the affairs 
of the bank holding company In accord¬ 
ance with the requirements of law. In 
assessing the managerial resources of an 
applicant, the Board must thus consider 
all the factors that bear upon the com¬ 
petence and quality of the management 
of any entity seeking approval to become 
a bank holding company. The Board has 
previously stated that when it comes to 
its attention that an acquisition has been 
made without the requisite prior approval 
of the Board, whether or not such viola¬ 
tion of the law appears to have been 
"willful," such conduct may reflect so ad¬ 
versely upon the managerial factors in 
connection with on application for per¬ 
mission to retain the illegally acquired 
interests that the conduct, in and of it¬ 
self, constitutes grounds for denial of 
such An application. 

In the course of processing this appli¬ 
cation. it has come to the Board's atten¬ 
tion that during January 1975, Appli¬ 
cant’s management learned that a com¬ 
petitor bank. The North Country Bank, 
Berlin, New Hampshire, was actively 
making efforts to purchase stock of Bank 
in an attempt to obtain control. In an 
effort to forestall the acquisition of Bank, 
and "to protect its market position."

Applicant was advised 
by one of its directors, an attorney, that 
it wn hi* opinion that Applicant could 
acquire as many shares of Bank as it de¬ 
fined without being in contravention of 
the Bank Holding Company Act There¬ 
after. during the period of February 14, 
1975, to March ID. 1975, Applicant ac¬ 
quired a majority (151) of Bank's out¬ 
standing voting shares, without the 
Board's prior approval. By letter of April 
A . 197*. the Federal Reserve Bank of Bos¬ 
ton advised Applicant that it had in fact 
violated the Bank Holding Company Act. 

Feet ton 3(a> of the Act provides that 
it shall be unlawful, except with the prior 

approval of the Board,.(I) for 

any action to be taken that causes any 
company to become a bank holding com¬ 
pany." Section 2(a)(1) of the Act pro¬ 
vide that " 'bank holding company* 
means anv company which has control 
over any bank or over any company that 
Is or becomes a bank holding company 
by virtue of this Act." Section 2(a) (2> 
(A) of the Act further provides that any 
company has control over a bank or 
over any company If "(A) the company 
directly or Indirectly • • • owns, con¬ 
trols. or has power to vote 25 per centum 
or more of nny class of voting securities 
of the bank or company." 

On the ba«ls of the facts of record, the 
Board concludes that Berlin City con¬ 
trols Bank within the meaning of section 
2 / a)^2)(A) of the Act. The Board fur¬ 
ther concludes that Berlin City violated 
section 3(a)(1) of the Act by acquiring 
control of Bank and thereby causing it¬ 
self to become a bank holding company 
without the prior approval of the Board. 

In view of Berlin City’s failure to re¬ 
solve the contradictory legal advice It 
received which, in the Board's view, it 
was under a legal obligation to clarify, 
and its subsequent acquisition of control 
of Bank. Insofar as this application Is 
concerned. Applicant's management has 
not demonstrated a disposition to con¬ 
form the conduct of Applicant's affairs 
with the requirements of the Bank Hold¬ 
ing Company Act. Section 3(a) of the 
Act requires prior approval for such ac¬ 
quisitions, and where an acquisition Is 
made without obtaining such prior ap¬ 
proval under circumstances such as those 
presented here, the Board believes it 
should not approve an application to re¬ 
tain an illegally acquired interest and 
thereby allow the offending party to re¬ 
ceive the benefit from Its vioiattve act. 

There is no evidence In the record that 
the banking needs of the communities 
to be served one not currently being ade¬ 
quately served. Applicant has proposed 
to expand certain of Bank’s services; 
however, in the context of this applica¬ 
tion. these considerations are not suffi¬ 
cient to outweigh the significant adverse 
competitive factors and managerial con¬ 
siderations associated with Applicant's 
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above-described violation of the Act. 
Accordingly, it is the Board's Judgment 
that approval of the application would 
not be in the public interest and that 
the application should be denied/ 

On the basis of the record, and for the 
reasons summartttd above, the applica¬ 
tion is hereby denied. Moreover, in view 
of such action Applicant is hereby or¬ 
dered to take all appropriate and neces¬ 
sary steps to divest Itself of the shares 
of Bank unlawfully acquired and to 
effect a complete and effective divestiture 
of its Interest and control over Bank no 
later than 60 days from the effective date 
of this order.

cial and managerial resources of the in¬ 
stitutions involved as being consistent 
with approval of this application.

Analysis of Proposed Consent Orders 
T d Aid Public Record 

The Federal Trade Commission has 
accepted agreements to proposed con¬ 
sent orders from Federated Department 
Stores. Inc., City Stores Company, The 
Diners* Club Inc., Carte Blanche Cor¬ 
poration and the Atlantic Richfield 
Company. 

The proposed consent orders have 
been placed on the public record for 
sixty « 60) days for reception of com¬ 
ments by interested persons. Comments 
received during tills period will become 
part of the public record. After sixty 
(60) days, the Commission will again 
review the agreements and will decide 
whether it should withdraw from the 
agreements or make final the agree¬ 
ments' proposed orders. 

The complaints allege that the com¬ 
panies retain on their accounts substan¬ 
tial dollar amounts of credit balances 
which belong to their customers, but 
which have not been claimed by the cus¬ 
tomers or offset by purchases. The com¬ 
plaints also allege that the companies 
did not take adequate measures to pro¬ 
vide for the return of these balances to 
their owners. 

The terms of the proposed orders as 
presented in the provisionally accepted 
consent agreements require the com¬ 
panies to: (1) Provide each charge ac¬ 
count customer having a credit balance 
with a periodic statement setting forth 
his credit balance no fewer than three 
times during the six months following 
the creation of the credit balance. 

(2) Notify each charge account cus¬ 
tomer having a credit balance of his 
right to request and receive a refund of 
such credit balance. 

(3) Automatically refund unclaimed 
credit balances after there has been a 
prescribed period of inactivity on the 
customers* accounts. Writing off or de¬ 
leting credit balances Is prohibited un¬ 
less there has been an offsetting pur¬ 
chase. a refund, or an attempt to refund 
as set forth in the order. 
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In addition to requiring the companies 
to correct their practices, the Commis¬ 
sion's proposed orders require them to 
refund to customers unclaimed credit 
balances over $1.00 which were created 
on their charge accounts during the 
three year period prior to the entry dates 
of the orders. Refund and administrative 
procedures are also detailed in the pro¬ 
posed orders.

The use of the word “perpetually** rai&c* an 
ambiguity as to whether. In view of the 
Antitrust Division, each defendant ia for¬ 
ever barred from requesting from another 
manufacturer all of the information the 
communication of which la proscribed by 
Section V. even though the communication 
of *ome such Information Is enjoined for a 
period of ten years only. I am confident that 
the proposed Pinal Judgment doe* not pro¬ 
vide, and I understand that the Antitrust Di¬ 
vision doea not Intend It* Competitive Impart 
Statement to be so construed. 

Section V(C) of the proposed Pinal Judg¬ 
ment by It* express terms enjoins requests for 
information only to the extent that the com¬ 
munication of that information by a defend¬ 
ant is prohibited by Section V(A) cir 8ecuou 
V(B). As such, the duration of prohibitions 
on requests for information described iu Sec¬ 
tion V Is coterminous with the duration <*f 
prohibitions on the communication of «uch 
Information. Ihus. request* by a defendant 
for information described In Section V(A) are 
enjoined for a period of ten yearn, not per¬ 
petually, while requests for information de¬ 
scribed In Section V(B) are enjoined for an 
indefinite term. 

I would appreciate receiving your concur¬ 
rence in the foregoing analysis as to the dura¬ 
tion of Section V(C) of the proposed Pinal 
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Judgment insofar u that section applies to 
information described In Section ViA|.

SAFETY RECOMMENDATIONS AND 
RESPONSES 

Availability and Receipt 

Aviation Safety Recommendations. 
After investigation Into several accidents 


involving engine stoppage caused by fuel 
starvation, the National Transportation 
Safety Board has determined that the 
problem merits engineering flight test¬ 
ing and other related corrective action by 
the Federal Aviation Administration. The 
investigations disclosed a potential oper¬ 
ational hazard relating to the Airborne 
fuel selector mechanism which incorpo¬ 
rates ball check valves on certain piper 
airplanes. 

The Board cited as examples accidents 
which occurred at Cable, Wisconsin. 
February 20. 1076. Involving a Piper 
model PA-32-260; at Troy. Michigan. 
June 21. 1974. involving a PA-28-235 
model; and at Eagle, Colorado, October 6. 
1973, involving a Piper PA-300 model. 
In each instance the airplanes crashed 
shortly after takeoff following loss of 
engine power caused by fuel starvation. 

On certain Piper models, the Board 
found, if the ball is improperly seated in 
these check valves os a result of foreign 
material between the ball and the valve 
scat, the intake port will leak. The leak 
can cause an ^unwanted transfer of fuel 
between tanks and a partial depiction 
of the available fuel supply. More im¬ 
portant, air may be ingested from an 
empty tank through the leaking port and 
adversely affect engine operation. Cur¬ 
rently. the exact condition under which 
this situation could occur cannot be as¬ 
certained because of a lack of compre¬ 
hensive test data, the Board stated. 

In view of the need to ascertain the 
effects on engine operation of leaking ball 
check valves in Airborne fuel selectors 
and the possibility of fuel leakage or fuel 
mismanagement, the Safety Board by let¬ 
ter Issued February 9 recommended that 
FAA; 

Conduct engineering flight tenia of Airborne 
fuel •elector* installed on Piper models PA- 
28-335. PA-32-260. PA-32-300. PA-24-400, 
and PA-30 to determine, for airplane atti¬ 
tudes, flight maneuver*, and power condi¬ 
tions relating to takeoff, if air ingeation 
through a leaking bail check valve can r*ui?e 
engine power Interruption or stoppage (Rec¬ 
ommendation A-77-3) 

Usuo an Airworthiness Directive, similar to 
AD 76-18-04 and applicable to the above air¬ 
planes. requiring a fuel system check and 
appropriate corrective action, If nece&nanr. 
(A-77-4) 

Both recommendations are designated 
"Class n," asking that followup be con¬ 
ducted on a priority basis. 

Responses to Safety Recommenda¬ 
tions —During the past week, letters con¬ 
cerning previous Board recommenda¬ 
tions were received from— 

Federal Aviation Administration. Let¬ 
ter of February 2 responds to Safety 
Board letter of January 13 (42 FR 3907, 
January 2i, 1977) wliich asked FAA when 
an amendment to 14 CFR 121.343. result¬ 
ing from FAA's Notice of Proposed Rule 
Making 75-23. Issued May 19. 1975, is an¬ 
ticipated. FAA stated that NPRM 75-23, 
covering equipment and systems propos¬ 
als which had resulted from FAA's Air¬ 
worthiness Review Program, included 
consideration of the expanded parameter 
flight data recording systems proposed by 
Safety Board recommendations A-75-15 
through A-75-17. Issued March l, 1974. 
FAA notes that its regulatory process is 
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now in the final stages and final action 
is expected by early spring. 

U£. Coast Guard . Letter of February 
1 updates response of last August 11 to 
recommendation M-74-26 which was is¬ 
sued after investigation into the death 
of three ship’s officers aboard the SS 
William T. Steele on November 18, 1972. 
The recommendation asked that Coast 
Guard review and revise requirements 
assuring adequate emergency equipment 
for all emergency situations which might 
reasonably be expected to occur within 
cargo tanks, and require a scheduled 
check procedure to insure that emer¬ 
gency equipment is maintained in work¬ 
ing order. Coast Guard notes that an 
Advance Notice of Proposed Rule Making 
is now undergoing final review process 
and that publication is expected early 
this year. 

Safety Board Reply to Recommenda¬ 
tion Response. —Board letter of February 
8, asks the Federal Aviation Administra¬ 
tion to reconsider recommendation A- 
76-91 which resulted from Board investi¬ 
gation of a near midair collision involving 
Hughes Airwcst Flight 5 and North¬ 
west Airlines Flight 603 over the Spokane 
International Airport. Spokane. Wash¬ 
ington. on April 1, 1976. 

In reply to FAA's initial response let¬ 
ter dated October 13. 1976 <41 FR 48617. 
November 4, 1976). and in support of the 
request for reconsideration, the Board 
provides the following comments: 

The pilot of Hughes Airwest Flight 5 
believed that his flight was receiving 
radar services while on approach to 
Spokane International Airport, and after 
he began a missed approach. In fact, 
however. Fairchild Air Force Base RAP 
CON discontinued tracking Airwest 5 
after releasing the flight to Spokane 
tower, and Spokane tower was not 
equipped with radar. Consequently, radar 
services were not being provided to Air¬ 
west 5 when the planes almost collided. 

Air traffic control supervisory person¬ 
nel who assisted in the investigation 
maintained that there was no require¬ 
ment for the Fairchild RAPCON con¬ 
troller to advise the pilot of Hughes Air¬ 
west Flight 5 regarding the termination 
of radar service when the flight was re¬ 
leased to the tower near the outer 
marker. 

The transcript of pertinent communi¬ 
cations at Fairchild RAPCON on the day 
of the incident indicates that, after the 
near collision: 

At 1541:57 GMT, Fairchild RAPCON 
cleared N321MP to contact tower: at 1545:46. 
Fairchild RAPCON again cleared Hughe* Air- 
weal Flight 6 to contact Spokane tower; at 
1548:58, Fairchild RAPCON cleared North¬ 
west Airlines Flight 68 to contact Spokane 
tower; and at 1661:05. Fairchild RAPCON 
cleared N6320Q to contact Spokane tower. 

At no time was an advisory given to 
the pilot to indicate that radar service 
had been terminated. 

While these approaches were in prog¬ 
ress. local meteorological conditions 
prevented the tower controller from ob¬ 
taining visual contact with arriving 
flights until they arrived near the ap¬ 
proach end of the runway—well beyond 


the point of communications change. 
Fairchild RAPCON is capable only of 
providing limited, low-altitude radar 
coverage of the airport because of blind 
spots. 

In its February 8 letter, the Safety 
Board also noted that last April 2, the 
day following the subject incident, the 
Chief of Fairchild RAPCON issued a faci¬ 
lity directive regarding phraseology for 
changing aircraft to tower frequency: 
this directive did not advise the RAPCON 
controllers to terminate radar service be¬ 
fore releasing inbound flights to Spokane 
tower, the Board stated. 

The Board further noted that FAA's 
response of October 13 listed five in¬ 
stances when radar service is automati¬ 
cally terminated and the pilot is not ad¬ 
vised: The aircraft cancels its IFR flight 
plan; at the completion of a radar ap¬ 
proach; when an arriving aircraft receiv¬ 
ing stage I. II. or in service is advised 
to contact the tower; when an aircraft 
conducting a visual approach is advised 
to contact the lower; and when an air¬ 
craft vectored to a final approach has 
landed or the tower has the aircraft in 
sight, whichever occurs first. The Safety 
Board does not believe that radar serv¬ 
ice for Hughes Airwest Flight 5 was ter¬ 
minated automatically under any of 
these criteria. 

The Board concludes that if the Fair- 
child RAPCON controller did not err 
when he failed to advise Hughes Airwest 
Flight 5. and subsequent arrivals, of 
radar service termination on the day of 
the incident, then it appears that the 
Airman's Information Manual contains 
misleading information. The Board thus 
requests reconsideration of recommenda¬ 
tion A-76-91, or clarification of the basis 
for the controller's actions.

This notice grants the petition by 
American Jawa, Ltd. of Plain view. New 
York, to be exempted from the notifica¬ 
tion and remedy requirements of the 
National Traffic and Motor Vehicle 
Safety Act (15 XJJ&.C. 13381 et seq.) for 
an apparent noncompliance with 49 CFR 


571.123. Motor Vehicle Safety Standard 
No. 123, Motorcycle Controls and Dis¬ 
plays. The basis of the petition is that 
the noncompliance Is inconsequential as 
it relates to motor vehicle safety. 

Table III of Standard No. 123 requires 
that motorcycle speedometers be marked 
with major graduation and numerals at 
intervals of 10 mph. with minor gradu¬ 
ations at the 5 mph intervals. The 
speedometers of approximately 450 
Jawa-Babetta motor-driven cycles im¬ 
ported and distributed by American 
Jawa have four minor graduations at 
the 2 mph intervals between the 10 mph 
major graduations instead of the single 
5 mph minor graduation that the stand¬ 
ard requires. The speedometer does not 
measure more than 40 mph, and the 
spread for 0 to 40 covers approximately 
two-thirds of the speedometer face. In 
the company’s view "the noncompliance 
• • • does not present any safety hazard 
and is inconsequential as it relates to 
motor vehicle safety * • V Correc¬ 
tions have been made in production. 

No comments were received on the 
petition. 

Standard No. 123 originally required 
that the 5 mph and 10 mph intervals be 
identified both by graduations and num¬ 
erals. In response to petitions for recon¬ 
sideration the standard was amended (37 
FR 17474, November 29. 1972 > to require 
only minor graduations at the 5 mph 
intervals on the basis of petitioners' 
arguments "that operator confusion 
could be caused by a clutter of numerals 
and graduations at 5 mph Intervals".

Accordingly it is determined 
that the noncompliance by American 
Jawa, Ltd. jvith 49 CFR 571.123 Motor 
Vehicle Safety Standard No. 123, is in¬ 
consequential as it relates to motor vehi¬ 
cle safety and ,its petition is hereby 
granted.

Notice of Rebuttable Presumption Against 
Registration and Continued Registration 
of Pesticide Products Containing Lin¬ 
dane 

The Deputy Assistant Administrator. 
Office of Pesticide Programs. Environ¬ 
mental Protection Agency <EPA). has 
determined that a rebuttable presump¬ 
tion exists against registration and con¬ 
tinued registration of all pesticide prod¬ 
ucts containing lindane.* * * 1 2 

I. Regulatory Provisions 

A. General. EPA promulgated regula¬ 
tions ‘40 CPR Part 162> for the registra¬ 
tion. reregistration, and classification of 
pesticides on July 3. 1975 (40 FR 282421. 
Section 162.11 of the regulations pro¬ 
vides that a rebuttable presumption 
against registration shall arise If it is 
determined that a pesticide meets or ex¬ 
ceeds any of the criteria for risk set 
forth In 4 162.11(a)(3). If it is deter¬ 
mined that such a persumption against 
continued registration of a pesticide has 
arisen, the regulations require that the 
registrant be notified by certified mail 
and that the registrant be provided with 
an opportunity to submit evidence in re¬ 
buttal of the presumption. In addition, 
the Agency has determined that the pub¬ 
lic should be provided with notice of the 
presumption in order to solicit com¬ 
ments from interested parties and obtain 
any additional information relevant to 
the presumption. 

A notice of rebuttable presumption 
against registration or continued regis¬ 
tration of a pesticide is not to be confused 
with a notice of intent to cancel the reg¬ 
istration of a pesticide, and may or may 
not lead to cancellation. The notice of 
rebuttable presumption is Issued when 
the evidence related to risk meets the 
Agency’s criteria. The notice of intent to 
cancel is issued only after the risks and 
benefits of a pesticide are carefully con¬ 
sidered and it is determined that the pes¬ 


1 Lindane is the commercial designation for 
pesticide products which contain at least 
99 > of the gamma isomer of benzene hexa- 
chlorlde iBHC).

ticide may generally cause unreasonable 
adverse effects to the environment. 

Accordingly, all registrants and appli¬ 
cants for registration ore invited pursu¬ 
ant to 40 CFR 162.11 <a* (4) to submit 
evidence in rebuttal of the presumptions 
listed in Part II and. in the case of on¬ 
cogenicity. to submit information which 
relates to the assessment of oncogenic 
risks as set forth in the Interim Proce¬ 
dures and Guidelines for Health RL*k and 
Economic Impact Assessment of Sus¬ 
pected Carcinogens 'May 25. 1976; 41 PR 
21402). Registrants and other tnterested 
parties may submit data on benefits 
which they believe would Justify registra¬ 
tion or continued registration in the 
event that the Agency determines that 
the risk presumptions have not been 
completely rebutted. In addition, any 
registrant may petition the Agency to 
voluntarily cancel any current registra¬ 
tion pursuant to Section 6(a)(1) of 
PTFRA. 

This notice of rebuttable presumption 
against lindane also describes scientific 
studies which suggest that lindane may 
adversely affect avian wildlife, and in¬ 
cludes a summary of medical case reports 
which indicate that lindane may produce 
hemotoxic effects In humans. The Agency 
is soliciting information and comment on 
these questions and Is requiring each reg¬ 
istrant to provide data relating to der¬ 
mal and inhalation toxicity, but it is not 
now presuming against lindane on these 
bases. 

B. Rebuttal criteria. Section 162.11 <a) 
(4> provides that a registrant seeking 
continued registration may rebut the 
presumption by sustaining the burden of 
proving: 

(1 > In the case of a pesticide presumed 
against pursuant to the acute toxicity 
criteria of 4 162.11(a) <3> <1> or pursuant 
to the lack of emergency treatment cri¬ 
teria of 9 162.11(a) (3) (ill), “that when 
considered with the formulation, pack¬ 
aging. method of use. and proposed re¬ 
strictions on and directions for use and 
widespread and commonly recognized 
practices of use. the anticipated exposure 
to an applicator or user and to local, re¬ 
gional or national populations of non¬ 
target organisms is not likely to result in 
any significant acute adverse effects ”; 

(2) In the case of a pesticide presumed 
against pursuant to the chronic toxicity 
criteria of 4 162.11(a) (3) <U). "that when 
considered with proposed restrictions on 
use and widespread and commonly rec¬ 
ognized practices of use. the pesticide will 
not concentrate, persist or accrue to 
levels in man or the environment likely 
to result in any significant chronic ad¬ 
verse effects"; or 

(3) In cither case, that “the deter¬ 
mination by the Agency that the pesti¬ 
cide meets or exceeds any of the criteria 
for risk was in error." 

C. Benefit* information. In addition 
to submitting evidence to rebut the pre¬ 
sumption of risk, 4162.11(a) (5) (ill) 
provides that a registrant “may submit 
evidence as to whether the economic, 
social and environmental benefits of the 
use of the pesticide subject to the pre¬ 
sumption outweigh the risk of use.” If 
the risk presumptions are not rebutted, 


the benefit evidence submitted by the 
registrant 3 4 * 6 and any preliminar EPA 
staff rccomemndatlons may be considered 
by the Administrator in determining the 
appropriate regulatory action Specifi¬ 
cally, 4 162.11(a) (5) (ill) provides that if 
the “benefits appear to outweigh risks.” 
the Administrator may issue a notice of 
intent to hold a h earin g pursuant to 
Section 6(b)(2) of FIFRA rather than 
a notice of intent to cancel or deny 
registration pursuant to Section 6(b)(1) 
of FIFRA. Alternatively, if the "benefits 
do not appear to outweigh the risks the 
Administrator shall issue a notice pur¬ 
suant to Section 3(c)(6) or Section 6 
(b> (D of the Act. as appropriate” More- 
over. if at any time the Administrator 
determines that a pesticide poses an im¬ 
minent hazard" to humans or the envi¬ 
ronment. a notice of suspension may be 
issued pursuant to Section 6(c) of the 
Act.

the organism) and four long-term 
chronic feeding studies assessing onco¬ 
genic effects of gamma-BMC* in mice 
and rats Three studies report that lin¬ 
dane feeding induces benign tumors and 
one of these studies also describes metas¬ 
tatic invasion of the lungs from some 
tumors. Seven studies report that lindane 
feeding did not induce oncogenic changes. 
In a 1973 report, the International 
Agency for Research on Cancer (IARC) 
Working Group on the Evaluation of 
the Carcinogenic Risk of Chemicals to 
Man reviewed these studies and con¬ 
cluded that gamma-BHC was carcino¬ 
genic in mice because it produced liver 
cell tumors following oral administra¬ 
tion IARC/WHO (1974). Some Organo- 
ehlorine Pesticide*, IARC Monographs 
on the Evaluation of Carcinogenic Risk 
of Chemicals to Man , Vol. 5. p. 63 >. This 
group also concluded that the available 
feeding studies in rats were inconclusive 
either oecause dosages or survival rates 
wcr«j low. or because the published re¬ 
port* did not Include sufficient informa¬ 
tion. 

(a* Studies reporting that Gamma- 
BHC induced Oncogenic changes in 
rodents. Goto et al. fed 6 week old male 
mice (strain ICIWCL) 300 or 600 ppm 
gamma-BHC for 26 weeks (Chemosphere 
U6): 379, 1972). Liver tumors were ob¬ 
served in 50% (5/XO) of the animals 
ingesting 600 ppm gamma-BHC. Histo¬ 
logically, the nodules were classified as 
benign hepatomas. None of the control 
animals bore tumors. The investigators 
found no metastases to lymph node* or 
other internal organs. Other changes as¬ 
sociated with gamma-BHC feeding were 
a twofold increase in the ratio of liver 
weight to body weight in the 600 ppm 
group. Also, five animals (25%) ingesting 
»0 Ppm gamma-BHC died early in the 
study. There was no microscopic or 
macroscopic indication of tumor develop¬ 
ment and no increase in the liver to body

weight ratio for the animals ingesting 
300 ppm gamma-BHC. 

Hanada et al. treated 6-week-old male 
and female mice (strain dd) with 100, 
300, or 600 ppm gamma-BHC for 32 
weeks; the animals were then main¬ 
tained on a basal diet for 6 wrecks and 
sacrificed 38 weeks after feeding started 
(Gann 64(5);511. 1973). Tumors were 
found in 4 of 7 females and in 3 of 4 
males ingesting 600 ppm gamma-BHC 
for a combined rate of 64% (7 of ID. 
None of the control animals (0 of 29) 
nor animals ingesting 100 ppm (0 of 18) 
or 300 ppm (0 of 16) gamma-BHC bore 
tumors. Doses of 300 ppm gamma-BHC 
produced atypical proliferation of liver 
cells. 

Thorpe and Walker fed four-week-old 
male and female mice (strain CPI) 400 
ppm gamma-BHC for 52 to 110 weeks 
(Fd. Cosmet. Toxicol. 11:433. 1973). 
They reported a statistically significant 
increase in the incidence of hepatic tu¬ 
mors as well as metastases to the lung 
in the gamma-BHC-fed animals relative 
to the controls: 96% of the males had 
hepatic tumors including 11% metas- 
teses and 95% of the females had hepatic 
tumors without metastases. Hepatic tu¬ 
mors were found in 24% of the control 
animals, but no metastases were ob¬ 
served in this group. 1 Other observations 
included toxic effects leading to death 
during the first three months of lindane- 
feeding for approximately 15% of the 
animals. Further, for the entire 110- 
week experimental period, there was a 
90% total fatality record for gamma- 
BHC-fed animals as compared to 68% 
for the control group. 

<b> Studies reporting no observed On¬ 
cogenic effects. —(i) Mouse studies. Nag¬ 
asaki ct al. fed 20 male mice 'strain dd) 
100, 250, or 500 ppm gamma-BHC for 
24 weeks (Gann 63:393. 1972). and Ito 
et al. fed male mice (strain dd) 100, 25fr, 
or 500 ppm gamma-BHC for 24 weeks 
(J. Natl. Cancer Inst. 51:817. 1973). None 
of the control or experimental animals 
developed tumors in either of these 
studies. 

Herbst et al. fed NMRI mice 12.5. 25. 
or 50 ppm gamma-BHC for 80 weeks 
(Toxicology 4:91, 1975). The authors re¬ 
ported benign hepatomas in 5 of 195 
control animals and in 4 of 292 lindane- 
fed animals. Gamma-BHC feeding alone 


B In thto study primary tumors were found 
at extrahepatle sites, primarily lung and 
lymphatic tissue, in 82% of the control ani¬ 
mals. Sher’s compilation and analysis of CF1 
mouse tumor data from several different 
studies shows that this strain has a high 
spontaneous tumor rate at extrahepatle 
sites (Tox Appl. Pharm 30:337, 1974). The 
Sher compilation shows that In four different 
studies approximately 75% of the spontane¬ 
ously forming tumors were found In tissues 
other than liver and that spontaneously 
forming liver tumors were found In approxi¬ 
mately 25% of the animals. The Thorpe and 
Walker data are consistent with these data 
showlrg that the CPI strain has a spontane¬ 
ous tumor rate at extrahepatle sites approxi¬ 
mately three times greater than the rate In 
the liver. 


or in combination with polychlorinated 
biphenyls <PCB) had no oncogenic ef¬ 
fect in male mice (strain dd) ingesting 
these compounds for 24 weeks (J. Natl. 
Cancer Inst. 51:1637, 1973). 

(ii) Rat studies. Several studies report 
that lindane feeding did not cause on¬ 
cogenic change*. In a lifetime feeding 
study Fitzhugh et al. fed Wistar rats 5 
to 1600 ppm lindane for approximately 
two years (J. Pharmacol. Exp. Ther. 
100:59, 1950). At doses of 5 to 400 ppm 
no macroscopic or microscopic changes 
were reported In the tissue* examined: 
the organs of some experimental animals 
were not examined microscopically. At 
800 and 1600 ppm toxic effect* reduced 
the lifespan of some animal* and for the 
survivors led to two-fold increases in 
liver weight and "slight" or "moderate" 
liver damage such a* enlarged liver cells, 
fatty degeneration, and necrosis. In 
Truhaut's lifetime study, rats ingesting 
25, 50 or 100 ppm gamma-BHC for two 
years showed no significant increase in 
tumor incidence relative to the control*. 
(Truhaut 1954. cited in FAO/WHO. 1967. 
Evaluation oLsome pesticide residues in 
food). 

Ito et aL fed male Wistar rats 500 ppm 
gamma-BHC for 24 or 48 weeks (J. Natl. 
Cancer Inst. 54:801, 1975). Liver cell 
hypertrophy was observed after 48 weeks 
but no tumors were found in the BHC-fed 
animals. Ortega et al. fed Sherman rat* 
50 or 100 ppm lindane for 40 weeks. Liver 
cell hypertrophy was reported for some 
animals, but no tumors were found 
(A.M.A, Arch. Path. 64:614, 1957).* 

(2) Reproductive and F etoto xic effects 
in mammalian species. 40 CFR 162.11(a) 
(3) (ID (B) provides that "a rebuttable 
presumption shall arise if a pesticide’s in¬ 
gredient • • • Ip J reduces any other 
chronic or delayed toxic effect in test 
animals at any dosage up to a level, a* 
determined by the Administrator, which 


* Another bloaasay study on the oncognlc 
effect* of Undone ha* been performed by the 
National Cancer Institute C'NCT') as part 
of Its Blonetlcs-II program for the evalua¬ 

tion of compounds suspected of carcinogenic 
activity. Thto study was commenced in Sep¬ 
tember. 1971. and the last animals were sacri¬ 
ficed in October, 1973. NCI has not yet Issued 
a final report with respect to thto study. How¬ 
ever, preliminary data was submitted to EPA 
concerning thto study, bearing the notation 
"Incomplete—not verMed." Thto preliminary 
data reflects, among other things, pathologi¬ 
cal diagnoses of tissue sections taken from 
the animals in the studies and some statis¬ 
tical analyses of the results. Because of the 
existence of completed studies which pro¬ 
vided a sufficient basis for presuming against 
the registrations of lindane products on the 
basts of oncogenic effect, the preliminary re¬ 
sults of the NCI study were not submitted 
for formal comment by either CED or CAO, 
and are not a basis for Issuance of a rebut¬ 
table presumption against registration in this 
Instance. However, EPA to Interested In re¬ 
ceiving comments from registrants or other 
Interested persons concerning the signifi¬ 
cance which should bo accorded to the pre¬ 
liminary data which have been received with 
respect to thto NCI study. For thto reason, 
the preliminary data ore attached to the 
Position Document. 
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Is substantially higher than that to which 
hunmns can reasonably be anticipated to 
be exposed, talcing Into account ample 
margins of safety.” This section reflects 
concern that chronic exposure to chemi¬ 
cals may result in injury to the reproduc¬ 
tive system and/or the fetus and provides 
that a rebuttable presumption shall arise 
if chronic exposure in test animals pro¬ 
duces such results. 

Several studies report that exposure 
to lindane prior to or during mammalian 
gestation produces embryotoxlc or fcto- 
toxic effects in test animals. These ef¬ 
fects Include reductions in the size of 
offspring, delayed and retarded sexual 
maturation, and increased stillbirth fre¬ 
quency among the offspring of Undane- 
tre&tcd dams. In these studies some ef¬ 
fects were observed at most dose levels 
tested but the lowest dose at which these 
effects may be observed is not known; 
nor is It known whether the levels which 
produced fetotoxlc effects in these stud¬ 
ies are substantially higher than those 
“to which humans can reasonably be 
anticipated to be exposed.” In the ab¬ 
sence of an established level at which 
there was no demonstrated effect and 
the subsequent lack of a basis for choice 
of an “ample margin of safety”, it may 
be presumed that current exposure may 
be sufficient to produce reproductive and 
fetotoxlc effects in humans. Accordingly, 
a rebuttable presumption has arisen pur¬ 
suant to I 162 11(a) (3) (ilwB). 

(a> Growth, maturation and reproduc¬ 
tive capacity in rats. Naishtetn and Lei- 
bovlch described (i) delayed initiation of 
the first estrus in pubescent rats and (ii) 
longer interestrous periods in the off¬ 
spring of female rats (mongrel) which 
load been fed 0.5 mg'kg lindane for four 
months prior to mating and pregnancy 
iHyg. 8anlt. 36:190-195. 1971.) Lindane- 
fed animals averaged 4.0 cycles per month 
as compared to 6.14 cycles in control ani¬ 
mals <p<0.05) and they averaged a 4.8 
day dlestrous as compared to 19 days for 
the control animals (p<0.05>. These ob¬ 
servations indicate that the offspring of 
lindane-fed females have fewer estrous 
cycles during their lifetimes and suggest 
that the reproductive capacity of the new 
generation will be reduced accordingly. 

Treatment with a mixture of lindane 
<0.02 mg/kg) and DDT <0.05 mg/kg) and 
with DDT alone <0.02 mg/kg) produced 
similar results, but treatment with low 
doses <0.05 mg/kg) of lindane alone had 
no statistically significant effect. The 
authors stated that the pesticide con¬ 
centrations used in these experiments 
were similar to those occurring In water, 
food, and soil. 

In addition, this report including a 
graph which showed that at the age of 
one month the offspring of dams fed 0 5 
mg/kg lindane weighed 25 percent less 
than the offspring of control animals. 
This suggests that maternal exposure to 
lindane retards growth of fetal and/or 
newborn rats. The authors also stated 
that exposure to lindane increases the 
number of stillbirths and reduces viabil¬ 
ity of the surviving offspring. The report 


does not include the numerical data upon 
which these conclusions were based. 

Petrescu. et al. examined the effects of 
dietary lindane ou the reproductive 
capacity of four successive generations 
of rats; 327 ruts in the P, FI, F2, and f*3 
generations were studied <Rev. Med. 
Chirung. 78:831. 1974). The investigators 
reported that 5. 10. or 15 mg/kg lindane 
in the diet lengthened the average dura¬ 
tion of pregnancy from 21-22 days In the 
control animals to 21-24 days In the lin¬ 
dane-fed animals, and that 15 mg/kg 
lindane decreased the fertility index (the 
number of births relative to the number 
of animals in the parental population) 
from 100 births per control parental 
population to 60 births per parental 
population in the lindane-fcd animals. 
The report also described dose-depend¬ 
ent delayed opening of the vagina and 
delayed initiation of the first estrus in 
the offspring of lindane-fed mothers, 
and longer cycles in the F 2 and F3 gen¬ 
erations. These indicators of retarded 
sexual maturation and depressed sexual 
function suggest that exposure to lindane 
during pregnancy reduces the reproduc¬ 
tive capacity of lindane treated parents 
and represses sexual maturation in sub¬ 
sequent generations. 

The study also reported a progressive 
increase in the proportion of stillbirths 
with each successive generation. In the 
Pi there was 1 stillbirth/104 births in 
animals ingesting 5. 10. or 15 mg/kg lin¬ 
dane and 0/50 stillbirths in the controls. 
In the F2 there were 25/64 stillbirths In 


(3) Studies on the Isomerization of 
Gamma-BHC to the Alpha and Beta Iso - 
mers. Separate scientific studies indi¬ 
cate (1> that the alpha and beta isomers 
of BHC are oncogenic In rodents* and 
<2) that the gamma Isomer may Isomer- 
ize to the alpha and beta forms. Tills 
suggests that in addition to the onco¬ 
genic and fetotoxlc properties Inherent 
in the ganuna isomer, lindane may also 
have additional oncogenic or fetotoxlc 
effects based on the alpha and beta iso¬ 
mers which may be formed as isomeriza¬ 
tion products of the parent gamma 
isomer. 

The relative thermodynamic stabilities 
of the four major BHC isomers in order 
of increasing thermodynamic stability 
are as follows: gamma<alpha<deita< 
beta. Moreover, stability to ultraviolet 
radiation is in the order delta<gamma<. 
alphacbeta. Accordingly, in theory if 
there were a reaction uniformly capable 
of converting BHC isomers, the alpha

the lindane-fed groups, and 1/45 ill- 
blrths among the controls. In the F3 
there were 3/6 stillbirths among the ur- 
vivors in the lindane-fed group.\ and 
0/56 in the controls. In addition, spastic 
paraplegia was observed in 17/119 Pi 
and 7/62 F2 animals but not in the par¬ 
ental groups (0/14 controls, 0/34 experi- 
mentals) nor In the F2 and F3 control 
groups (0/32 and 0/28, respectively). 
These data indicate that exposure of rau 
to lindane during pregnancy increase* 
the incidence of abnormal and still biro 
offspring. 

<b> Reproductive capacity, Terato s- 
csis and stillbirths in doos. Earl et al re¬ 
ported that dietary lindane administered 
during pregnancy had no significant ad¬ 
verse fetotoxlc or teratogenic effects on 
beagle pups. (Table 1). < Inter American 
Conference on Tox. and Occ. Med Pesti¬ 
cides and the Environment. A Continu¬ 
ing Controversy). Pesticide feeding be¬ 
gan on day 1 or day 5 of gestation at 
levels of 7.5 or 15 mg kg/day. Lindane 
feeding had minimal effects on Utter aUe 
or on the incidence of pregnancy, resorp¬ 
tions, and teratogenesls. However lin¬ 
dane-feeding did increase the proportion 
of stillborn animals. The tociden ♦ of 
stillbirths in the control group wo* 2 
percent; the frequency of stillbirths in¬ 
creased to levels of approximately 18 
percent. 23 percent and 30 percent in 
dogs ingesting lindane at 7.5 mg 'kg clay 
(beginning on day 1 or on day 5) or 15 
mg/kg/day (beginning on day 5) durng 
pregnancy. 


and beta isomers would eventually pre¬ 
dominate in systems originally contain- 
ing only gamma. In other words, there 
are thermodynamic and photochen .cal 
driving forces in favor of the alpha und 
beta isomers as against the gamma :orm 

Empirical support for lsomeri/ji* ion 
has been developed in several laboratory 
studies which indicate that under defined 
environmental conditions gamma-BHC 
isomerizes to the more stable Isonien. 
New land et al. reported that in the 
anaerobic environment of a simulated 
lake impoundment on estimated 3.3 per¬ 
cent of the gamma isomer is transformed 
to alpha-BHC. (J. Water Pollution 
Contr. Fed. 4l;R174. 1969). The corre¬ 
sponding figures for conversion from 
gamma- to aipha-BHC under aerobic 
conditions are 0.2 to 1.0 percent. Because 
aeration influenced the reaction rates, 
the investigators assumed that isomer¬ 
ization proceeded through a blokwuud 
mechanism: the responsible organic 
were not isolated or identified. 

Studies by Benezet and Matsumtin on 
the fate of the gamma Isomer in aquatic 
sediments indicate that the alpha isomer

Subsequent analysis of the 
rat tuques revealed accumulation of 
ftlphit and beta-BHC, indicating that 
Isomers tend to convert to alpha- and 
beta-BHC within the body. 

Studies which indicate that gamma- 
BHC may isomerize to the aloha and 
beta Ucmers make the data which estab¬ 
lish that the alpha and beta isomers are 
oncogenic or fetotoxic to rodents rele¬ 
vant ;o assessment of lindane’s toxic 
properties. The studies on oncogenesis 
report that the alpha and beta isomers 
of BHC induce statistically significant 
oncogeaic changes in 7 different rate and 
mouse : rains. The International agency 
for Rt earch on Cancer <IARC> has 
evaluated these studies and concluded 
that t rrhnical BHC. its pure alpha, 
beta and gamma isomers and the mix¬ 
ture of delta plus epsilon isomers are 
carcinogenic in mice, producing liver- 
cell tumors following oral administra¬ 
tion IARC/WHO, 1974. 8omc Organo- 
chlorlne Pesticides, IARC Monographs 
on tlie Evaluation of Carcinogenic Risk 
of Chemicals to Man. Vol. 5. p. 63). 
These studies formed the basis for the 
Issuance of a rebuttable presumption 
again?! reregistration of BHC on 
grounds of the oncogenicity and fetotox- 
Icity of BHC and its alpha and beta 
isomers, they are summarized in that 
aohcp and the accompanying position 
document. 

Although the Agency is aware that 
there are degradation and metabolism 
*tudte which have not detected lsomeri- 
ation of gamma-BHC or have found 
unidentified products, the positive 
itudie; nevertheless provide a bisis for 
concern that lindane mav possess some 
of the toxic properties of the alpha and 
beta bomers. The Agency Is presently 
examining monitoring data which show 
unexplained and unanticipated high 
kveh of alpha-BHC in ambient air and 
beta-BHC in adipose tissue: these data 
ma >' upport the studies indicating tso- 
towirution. Further studies on the ex- 
tect of In vivo and environmental lso- 
tttttefttton as well as additional con- 
Eroatory analytical tests may be 
necessary.

The foregoing data and calculations 
establish that the recommended applica¬ 
tions for Undone products registered for 
aquatic use exceed the acute toxicity cri¬ 
teria of 9 162.11(a)(1) (B) for represent¬ 
ative fresh and salt water species. Ac¬ 
cordingly. a rebuttable presumption 
arises against the registration of lindane 
products labeled for aquatic use or any 
other use which would result in similarly 
excessive application directly to water.

11(3) (UXC) provides that a rebuttable 
presumption shall arise if a pesticide’s 
ingredient <s). metabolite(s). or degrada¬ 
tion product(a) can reasonably be antici¬ 
pated to result In significant local, 
regional, or national population reduc¬ 
tions in nontarget organisms or fatalities 
to members of endangered species. This 
provision reflects concern that pesticide 
contaminants in air. water, soil and food 
supplies may adversely affect the re¬ 
productive efficiency of natural popula¬ 
tions, and It contemplates Agency con¬ 
sideration of a pesticide’s potential for 
accumulation in physical and biological 
segments of the natural environment, 
and Its capacity for producing chronic 
effects which can reasonably be antici¬ 
pated to lead to population reductions. 
The Agency is not now presuming 
against lindane on this basis, but Is seek¬ 
ing information which will permit com¬ 
plete assessment of lindane’s potential 
for producing population reductions, 
particularly among avian wildlife. 

This rebuttable presumption criterion 
Is based on scientific studies which sug¬ 
gest that another organochlorine pesti¬ 
cide. DDT. adversely affected natural 
avian population through the action of 
its metabolite, DDE, on avian eggs. Ini¬ 
tially. Ratcliffe reported that a decrease 
in eggshell thickness in natural raptor 
populations in Britain * coincided closely*’ 
with the post-World War n introduction 
of DDT into general usage; she postu¬ 
lated that exposure to DDT was respon¬ 
sible for eggshell thinning which caused 
pre-hatch egg breakage, smaller hatch 
sizes, and ultimately led to the observed 
decline in natural raptor populations. 
'Nature 215:208. 1967). Subsequent 

studies on experimental avian popula¬ 
tions attributed the population reduction 
effect to DDE. a metabolite of DDT. 
Risebrough and Anderson established 
that DDE <40 ppm) feeding of experi¬ 
mental mallard populations reduced egg¬ 
shell thickness by 17% (J. Wlldl. Manage. 
39*3): 508, 1975), and Longcore and 
Samson reported that DDE (10 ppm) in 
the feed of black ducks led to a 22% 
reduction in eggshell thickness at the 
egg’s equator (J. Wildl. Manage. 37(3): 
390. 1973.* 


* Other studies sugge*: that the mechanism 

involves pesticide Interference with hormonal 
regulation of calcium metabolism and con¬ 
sequent abnormal mobilization of calcium 

for eggshell formation. (Jefferies. Ibis 109: 
266. 1967; Peakail, Nature 216:505. 1967.) 
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The Agency's decision to solicit addi¬ 
tional information on lindane’s possible 
long-term chronic effects on avian wild¬ 
life is based on several separate studies 
which report 1) that lindane residues 
are present in tissues and eggs of wild 
birds, indicating that such populations 
may be exposed to and may accumulate 
lindane and 2) that exposure to lindane 
may increase embryonic mortality in 
birds. These observations suggest that 
pesticide uses which may significantly 
contribute to lindane residues in avian 
eggs may increase embryonic mortality, 
an effect which would ultimately lead to 
population reductions. 

<2> Summary of scientific studies— 
(a> Lindane residues in bird tissues and 
egos. Several studies indicate that lin¬ 
dane residues are present in the tissues 
and eggs of avian species In nature. The 
presence of lindane in these avian 
species and their eggs indicates that 
these populations are exposed to lindane, 
that lindane may persist in these birds, 
and that lindane is excreted in their 
eggs. As a result, avian embryos may be 
exposed to lindane during incubation 
and may experience effects which in¬ 
crease embryonic mortality and lead to 
population reductions, 

Watson and Morgan reported the fol¬ 
lowing lindane residues in the carcass 
of a golden eagle found In Scotland in 
1963: 0.05 ppm in brain. 0.14 ppm in fat, 
0.06 ppm in muscle and 0.02 ppm In liver. 
(Brit. Birds 57:341, 1964). Linder and 
Dahlgren analyzed lindane levels in the 
eggs and adult tissues of wild pheasants 
collected from a region of high pesticide 
use in South Dakota. (Pesticides Monlt. 
J. 4:227, 1970). In eggs taken from three 
different areas at two different periods 
(early May and late June), lindane 
levels ranged from 0.01 to 0.04 ppm. Lin¬ 
dane was detected in adult pheasant tis¬ 
sue only infrequently in this study. 
Oreichus et al., found lindane residues at 
0.07 ppm in muscle and 2.8 ppm in the 
fat of pelican and cormorant members 
of a freshwater lake food chain. (S. Dak. 
Acad. Sci 48:157, 1969.) 

Consistent with these data on lindane 
residues In natural bird populations is 
US. Department of Agriculture data 
which indicates that in 1968 lindane was 
present in poultry meat at levels of 0.01 
ppm-3.0 ppm in 10.6% of 2679 samples; 
In 1971 lindane levels of 0.01-0.5 ppm 
were reported In 5.0% of 1904 samples. 
This represented a reduction in the lin¬ 
dane level and in the proportion of sam¬ 
ples with residues during this three year 
period. 1- (Spaulding. Pesticide and Heavy 


“ Other studies on experimental bird popu¬ 
lations present additional data on lindane 
residues in avian tissues and eggs. Llska et 
al.. found the following lindane residues In 
the fat of turkeys flnt exposed to a lindane- 
sprayed range at the indicated time: 2 1 ppm 
immediately after spraying, 1.0 ppm one 
week after spraying, and 0.7 ppm two weeks

44:435, 1965) A*h 
and Taylor estimated that pheasants fed

Lutz-Ostertag observed similar lin¬ 
dane-related effects in four successive 
generations of the Japanese quail. (Arch. 
Anat. Histol. Embryol. 57:269-282. 1974 
H975)). In this study eggs were sprayed 
with 1.5%, 3.0% and 6.0% lindane. The 
embryonic mortality rate in untreated 
eggs was 6.06%. After lindane treatment 
for 14 days, the mortality rates were 
16.8% for 1.5% lindane and 20.8% for 
3.0% lindane. Further, lindane treatment 
delayed egg production in the offspring 
of birds from treated eggs by 8 to 15 days 
relative to untreated groups. Lindane 
treatment also reduced maximum egg 
weights from 15.6 gram weights for con¬ 
trols to 14 to 11 grams in eggs of offspring 
of lindane-treated animals. 

B. Hazards to humans and domestic 
animals. Section 162.11 (e) (3) (i) (A) pro¬ 
vides that a rebuttable presumption shall 
arise if: (1) The pesticide as formulated 
has an acute dermal LD *> of 40 mg/kg or 
less: (2) the pesticide has an acute der¬ 
mal LD v of 6 g/kg or less as diluted for 
use In the form of a mist or spray; or (3) 
the pesticide has an inhalation LC*. of 
0.04 mg/liter or less as formulated. 

As discussed in the preamble to 40 CFR 
Part 162 (40 FR 28262), pesticides which 
meet or exceed the acute toxicity criteria 
of g 162.11(a) (3) (D must be closely scru¬ 
tinized to determine if the hazard indi¬ 
cated by the acute toxicity characteris¬ 
tics of the pesticides necessitate restric¬ 
tions on use. or denial or cancellation of 
the registrations. 

Therefore, to determine if a specific 
product meets or exceeds the acute tox¬ 
icity criteria of I 162.11(a) (3) (i) (A) the 
toxicity of each Individual product and 
each of its uses must be determined by 


pro-experimental observation period hem 
were fed diets containing 0.1. 1.0 or 100 
ppm lindane for 10 weeks. Lindar. feed¬ 
ing had no measurcable effect on egg 
fertility.

testing or extrapolation. Accordingly, 
each registrant Is directed to determine 
the acute toxicity of each use dilution 
and of each formulation and to deter¬ 
mine whether or not the criteria have 
been met or exceeded. The registrant 
shall submit to the Agency that deter¬ 
mination for each registration, specify¬ 
ing the data relied upon and shall certify 
to the Agency whether or not the criteria

In addition to the riak 
criteria set forth in 40 CFR 162.11 <a>(3> 
which require the issuance of a notice of 
rebuttable presumption against registra¬ 
tion or continued registration and a 
determination by the Administrator to 
register or cancel a pesticide, 40 CFR 
162.11(a) <6> provides that the Adminis¬ 
trator may determine that a pesticide 
should be cancelled or that a hearing 
should be held if the pesticide p(*es * 
substantial question of safety to man or 
the environment ’’based on toxicological 
data, epidemiological studies, use his¬ 
tory, accident data, monitoring data, or 
such other evidence as is available to the 
Administrator." 

A determination to cancel or deny 
registration of a pesticide or to hold a 
hearing based uoon such data and a find¬

B. / motoric effects In humans . Sev¬ 
eral -c-ports in the medical literature In¬ 
dicate that lindane may be a primary or 
contributing factor in the development of 
several human blood dyscrasias, particu¬ 
larly aplastic anemia and possibly leu¬ 
kemia These reports, summarized below, 
are based upon medical case histories in 
which uuman exposure to lindane, both 
from normal use and from accidental 
overex osure, appeared to be linked to 
subsequent development of bone marrow 
and blood disorders. Although the num¬ 
ber of cases Is relatively small and the 
incidence of disease appears to depend 
more on individual susceptibility than 
on exposure per se, the evidence is suffi¬ 
cient to varrant Agency consideration of 
lindanes i>ossible hemotoxic effects. 
Moreover, these reports of lindane-asso¬ 
ciated hemotoxic effects In humans are 
consistent with medical reports indicat¬ 
ing that other chlorinated hydrocarbon 
pestic:des such as DDT and chlordane 
may be hemotoxic In humans, inducing 
bone marrow and blood disorders. (West, 
Arch Environ. Health 15:97; 1967; Schu- 
ettmnn. 7 Gesamte Hyg. 17:12, 1971; and 
Mastromutteo, Can. Med. Assoc. J. 90: 
1166. 1964). 


Pur these reasons, the Agency Is 
■die ting comment on the available evi¬ 
dence and requesting submission to the 
A*ency of any additional cases or rele¬ 
vant information Further, In view of the 
infrequent but nonetheless persistent re¬ 
ports of lindane-associated hemotoxlcity 
in only a small portion of persons who 
aave been regularly exposed to lindane, 
tne Agency particularly solicits comment 
on the questions of individual sensitivity 
Itr.rtane and the epidemiology of

posure to lindane. (Arch. Environ. 
Health 15:97, 1967). In each case, the 
patient < 1) was exposed to lindane In use 
for pest control purposes, (2) became 111 
from nine days to a year after exposure 
to lindane, and (3) had no known ex¬ 
posure to any other known hemotoxic 
agent. Two of the patients were ex¬ 
posed through lindane home vaporizers. 1 
two were exposed to lindane which had 
been sprayed in their homes, and the 
fifth patient was accidentally engulfed 
In a “cloud” of lindane being sprayed in 
a relative’s yard A diagnosis of aplastic 
anemia was made in each case and aplas¬ 
tic anemia or hypoplastic bone mar¬ 
row was listed as a cause of death in 
four of the five cases. 

Vodopick described aplastic anemia in 
a two-year-old child who was exposed 
to lindane during a three month period 
in which a preparation containing 
Undone was used to treat the family dog 
for mange < J.A.M.A, 234:850. 1975). The 
patient had no known exposure to any 
other known hemotoxic agent. When, 
following determination of the lindane 
source, the mange treatment was dis¬ 
continued. the child recovered. Woodllff 
et al . described a similar case in Australia 
(Med. J. Austral. / :628. 1966). A woman 
who had washed her dog each week for 
two years In a 2% lindane solution was 
diagnosed as having bone marrow 
hypoplasia, "probably consequent upon 
exposure to lindane.” She died three 
months later. 

PERS u Report 71-173 describes a case 
in which a 79 year old woman developed 
aplastic anemia after she "made an 
error” while using a ilndane-containlng 
spray against a hornets’ nest in her home 
and sprayed herself in the eye. She first 
sought medical treatment five days later; 
two months after the spraying incident 
her condition was diagnosed as pancy¬ 
topenia with severe anemia and severe 
thrombocytopenia. She died three 
months after exposure. The immediate 
cause of death was a cerebro-vascular 
accident with thrombocytopenia and 
toxic aplastic bone marrow listed as sec¬ 
ondary factors. The medical reports de¬ 
scribed hemotoxic effects only, and did 
not Indicate any damage to the eye or 
skin (Position Document reference no. 
86 ). 

Samuels and Mllby studied the effects 
of lindane exposure on 79 California 
residents who had been regularly exposed 
to lindane in their homes or businesses. 
(J. Occ. Med. 13:147, 1971), and in a 
companion study, compared a small 
sample (40 persons) which had been oc-

cupationallv exposed to lindane with a 
sample which had not (J. Occ. Med. 13: 
257, 1971). These studies reported lin¬ 
dane-associated changes in five blood 
parameters (lindane content, blood crea¬ 
tine level, reticulocyte count, white blood 
cell count and polymorphonuclear leuko¬ 
cyte count), but there was no evidence 
of pancytopenia with retlculopenia. a 
key indicator of hyoplastic or aplastic 
anemia. Specifically, none of the changes 
exceeded the normal range and there 
was no illness attributable to hemotologi- 
cal disorder. These investigators did note, 
however, that some observations were 
sufficiently "bizarre" to require a con¬ 
clusion that the hematopoietic system 
was not "entirely normal" in a few 
subjects. 

(b) Other blood dyscrasias . Medical 
reports have linked lindane to other 
blood dyscrasias in persons who have had 
no known exposure to any other knowm 
hemotoxic agent. In the report described 
above. West listed the case of a child ex¬ 
posed to a lindane home vaporizer for 
over a year. After an initial “tentative 
diagnosis of atypical leukemia" her con¬ 
dition was later described as a "serious 
blood dyscrasia.” She recovered after the 
vaporizer was removed. Also, as reported 
above, Samuels and Mllby noted unusual 
and uncia&sificable hematology findings 
in a few of the subjects in their study.” 

2. Cases involving exposure to Lindane 
in combinations with other chemicals. 
<a> Aplastic Anemia or Hypoplastic Bone 
Marrow. There arc some reports of 
aplastic anemia attributed to exposure 
to lindane and/or another possible 
hemotoxic agent. Aibaharay et al. de¬ 
scribed the case of a sanitation depart¬ 
ment employee who developed panmy- 
elopthlsis " 9 days after exposure to DDT 
and lindane. <Arch. Mai. Prof. 18:687. 
1957). Similarly, a teen-age boy devel¬ 
oped a fatal case of aplastic anemia af¬ 
ter exposure for two months to lindane 
and DDT while working on a California 
farm. The clinical diagnosis was, in part, 
“aplastic anemia due to exposure to in¬ 
secticides." (Am. J. Med. 19:274. 1955). 
In discussing this case at a Barnes Hos¬ 
pital Clinical Pathological Conference. 
Dr. Shank stated Ills belief, based upon 
his review of the medical literature and 
case reports, that lindane rather than 
DDT was more probably the responsible 
hemotoxic agent. 

PERS Report 71-183 “ describes a case 
of fatal aplastic anemia In an Oregon 
farmer who experienced inhalation and 
dermal exposure to lindane and toxa- 
phene while spraying cattle In April 1969. 
He was treated for respiratory' symptoms 
for nearly a year following the onset of 
illness. In September 1970 his condition 
was diagnosed as aplastic anemia sec¬ 
ondary to lindane and toxaphene expo- 


w In» study of lindane's possible fetotoxtc 
effects, Petrescu. et »L. reported that dietary 
lindane (8. 10 or 15 mg/lcg) did not affect the 
blood or bone marrow in rata 
u Dorland's Medical Dictionary describes

sure. The autopsy report identified the 
cause of death as <1) acquired aplastic 
anemia due to lindane and toxaphene 
exposure and (2) acute myeiomonocytic 
leukemia secondary to condition <i> 
(Position Document Appendix reference 
no. 90). 

<b) Other Wood dyscrasia*. The medi¬ 
cal literature includes reports of other 
bone marrow and blood disorders fol¬ 
lowing simultaneous exposure to lindane 
and another hemotoxic agent. Jedlicka, 
et al.. described the cases of two 20-ycar- 
old first cousins who lived and worked 
together and who. after simultaneous 
exposure to lindane and DDT. both de¬ 
veloped paramyeloblast ic leukemia. (Acta 
Med. Scan. 161:447. 1958>. The authors 
concluded that there was a causal rela¬ 
tion between lindane and leukemia in 
these cases. Hoshizaki et al. reported a 
case of leukemia in a sanitation depart¬ 
ment employee who was regularly ex¬ 
posed to DDT and lindane (Acta Haem. 
Jap.32:672.1969) * 

(3) Epidemiological considerations. 
The import of the foregoing observations 
of lindane-associated bemotoxicity is 
somewhat limited by the relatively small 
number of cases. This prevents evalua¬ 
tion of these reports in accordance with 
customary statistical and epidemiological 
criteria and thus precludes determina¬ 
tion of whether there is or is not a cause 
and effect relation between lindane ex¬ 
posure and blood dyscrasia. A second 
factor preventing definitive studies is the 
lack of a suitable animal model for ex¬ 
perimentation. 

The medical case histories summarized 
here and elsewhere do not satisfy epide¬ 
miologic criteria for establishing a cause 
and effect relationship between lindane 
and blood dyscrasia. However, the re¬ 
ports which describe simultaneous lin¬ 
dane exposure in several people, followed 
by the development of clinical symp¬ 
toms in only one of the persons so ex¬ 
posed suggest that adverse reaction to 
lindane is highly individualized For ex¬ 
ample. in Vodopick’s report of the child 
w r ho developed aplastic anemia after lin¬ 
dane usage for the family dog’s mange, 
neither the child's 9-ycar-old brother nor 
his father exhibited symptoms even 
though they too were exposed to the 
treatment mixture. In West’s first case 
three family members were exposed to 
the pesticide in their home, but only one 
person developed aplastic anemia. Fur¬ 
ther. the child in West's third case was 
exposed while playing in a neighboring 
child’s home, but there is no indication 
that this child, who presumably was ex¬ 
posed to a greater extent than her visitor, 
presented any symptoms. West also in-

eluded a case which was diagnosed as 
“atypical leukemia” in which other mem¬ 
bers of the family did present ’’ab¬ 
normal'’ blood counts and “nuld anemia.” 

Occupational exposure to lindane has 
been linked to bone morrow dyscrasias 
in 2 sanitation department employees 
who worked with pesticides (Hoshizaki et 
al. and Albaharay et al.. cited above. 2 
farmworkers (Frlberg and Martenson, 
AM.A. Arch. Indust. Hyg. 8:166. 1953: 
Am. J. Med. 19:274. 1977* and others 
who worked with lindane shortly before 
developing symptoms (Jedlicka et al. 
cited above): yet Milby and co-workers’ 
systematic investigation did not uncover 
evidence of any significant hematological 
disorders in 79 persons exposed regularly 
to lindane. These Investigators did note, 
however, that if lindane-associated he¬ 
matological disturbance is dependent on 
individual characteristics such as rare 
hypersensitivity or genetic predisposi¬ 
tion. their study- would not have detected 
this type of pesticide effect because of 
the small population studied in their 
sample. Other physicians and scientists 
have also commented that lindane's ad¬ 
verse effects may depend on individual 
hypersensitivity.

The registrants and applicants for reg¬ 
istration shall have 45 days from the date 
this notice is sent or until AprU 18. 1977. 
to submit evidence in rebuttal of the pre¬ 
sumption. However, the Administrator 
may. for good cause shown, grant an ad¬ 
ditional 60 days during which such evi¬ 
dence may be submitted.
